PROMINENT MEN OOME TO BLOWS. 


They Had a Rough and Tumble Combat in 
the Streets of St. Louls. 





Sr. Louis, May 23.—Thomas Howard, 
the wealthy manager of the Shickle, Har- 
rison & Howard Iron Company, and E. F. 
Goltra, Secretary of the defunct St. Louis 
Steel Foundry Company, of which Mr. 
Howard is also an officer, engaged in a 
rough and tumble combat this morning in 
front of the iron mill on Thirteenth and 
Papin Streets. 

The men were thumping each other like 
professional sluggers when Officer James 
Dixon of the Central District passed there, 
and it was with difficulty that he effected 
a separation. Then the millionaire mill 
man ordered the arrest of Goltra, and the 
pair were escorted to the Four Courts. 
There Mr. Howard accused Goltra of en- 
tering the mill office and getting possession 
of the books of the St. Louia Steel Foundry 
Company from Howard’s bookkeeper un- 
der false pretenses. Goltra denied the 
charge. Hesaid that as Secretary of the 
compete he was the proper custodian of 
the books and meant to keep them.

McFarland then in- 
erfered. He locked Goltra up and sent 
Mr. Howard to see the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney to get a warrant.

NEW-YORK’S WONDERFUL SPEED. 


Naval Officials Delighted with the Splendid 
Showing of the Cruiser. 





WASHINGTON, May 23.—Every one in the Navy 
Department to-day read THE NEw- YORK TIMES’S 
dispatch descriptive of the trial trip of the 
cruiser New-York, and there was rejoicing over 
the result, That result was not entirely unex- 
pected, for the contractor's trial of some weeks 
ago prepared the officials for the remarkable 
speed developed off the Massachusetts coast yes- 
derday. 

The private telegrams which reached the de- 
partment from the Cramps and the engineer of- 
fleers who were on board the cruiser gave the 
speed as 21 knots, so far as could be cal- 
culated. The fraction of seven-hundredths 
was held in reserve by those whose posi- 
tion in the navy would give their com- 
munications an official cast. It will be 
some time, under the method of conducting 
the trial of the New-York, before the speed is 
accurately determined. The premium, in any 
event, will be one of the largest ever paid a 
contractor for excess of speed, and unless 
there shall he a gréat and unaccountable falling 
off in the speed the Cramps will receive $200,- 
000 in addition to their contract price. 

There is a disadvantage under the method of 
trying the New-York, in that there is a long 
period of uncertainty up to the very hour when 
the calculations are complete. There is a big 
problem confronting the engineers in what is 
known as the tidal corrections. When the rec- 
ord of the Detroit was figured out the other day, 
there was a disastrous falling off in the 
speed, and a remarkable difference between the 
apeed of the boat going with and the speed of 
the boat going against the tide. It resulted 
in lowering materially the mean speed upon 
which the premium was based. No one ex- 
pects this in the New-York, although the frac- 
tion above the 21 knots may be lost when the 
tidal errors are corrected.

ANOTHER REBEL IN THE CAMP 


THE MONARCH WITHDRAWS FROM 
THE WHISKY TRUST. 





This Distillery Has a Daily Output of 
8,000 Bushels, or 40,000 Gallons of 
High Wines—Frank G. Corning, the 
Old Owner, Considers that He Is in 
Possession—This Development Overjoys 
the Woolner-Francis Crowd — Denied 
that Stock Jobbing Has been Aimed at. 


Proria, Ill., May 23.—The trouble in the 
Whisky Trust is increasing. Notice was 
served to-day on its officers of the with- 
drawal of another distillery. The blow 
was entirely unexpected, and it was a 
heavy one, because the new member of the 
opposing force is the largest distiller in the 
world. 

Notice of the withdrawal of the Monarch 
Distillery, with a daily capacity of 8,000 
bushels, or 40,000 gallons of high wines, 
was served by the owner, Frank G. Corn- 
ing of Cleveland, Ohio, on President Green- 
hut this morning. 

The notice differed from those of the men 
who withdrew on Saturday last, because 
it made a demand for rentals on the ground 
on which the distillery stands, which have 
not been paid since last July. 

When the Monarch was made a part of 
the trust it was capitalized at $250,000, 
and it is claimed that the plant has greatly 
increased in value since. W. H. Corning was 
a member of the Board of Directors of the 
trust until just after the last annual meet- 


ing, when be resigued. Julius E. French 
resigned at the same time. Their places 
have not been filled. Itis claimed that 
they resigned because they were not in 
favor of the proposed issue of $8,000,000 
in bonds, 

The only distilleries in Peoria left in the 
trust are the Barber, capacity 2,000 bush- 
els, and the Great Western, 5,000 bushels. 
‘The total capacity withdrawn up to date 
is 24,500 bushels a day. 

President Greenhut was undoubtedly 
greatly surprised when he received the 
notice from the Monarch people. The 
Woolner-Francis party were very much 
elated. Both the manager and bookkeeper 
of the Monarch were notified of the with- 
drawal, and the Cornings consider them- 
themselves in charge of the property. 

President Greenhut continued to use the 
distillery in the business of the trust. 
Preparations were made for the meeting of 
the Directory to-morrow. The question of 
finance and what shall be done with the 
seceders will come up. It is claimed that 
Nelson Morris was refused money on the 
recent increase of the bonds, although he 
offered his personal indorsement. 

Both sides de that the withdrawals 
were made in the interest of stock-jobbing 
schemes. John 8. Stevens, attorney for 
the trust, said the report that President 
Greenhut and the Directory were in any 
way implicated in an attack on the trust 
was false. The withdrawals, he said, were 
aw unexpected, and were a breach of

It is stated on very good authority to-day 
that President Greenhut has issued an or- 
der stopping the payment of tax on all 
shipments to Eastern distributers. If this 
is true it will stop Eastern shipments. The 
reason assigned is that the trust is embar- 
rassed for funds. The tax is 90 cents a 
gallon. 

The custom of the trust has been to ship 
the goods and send a sight. draft with the 
bill of lading. Itis claimed that the East- 
ernmen asked for time drafts and refused 
to pay the sight drafts, holding the goods 
with the purpose of forcing the trust to 
pay the rebates now due. Mr. Greenhut 
refused to aftirm or deny the report.

HEAVY BLOW AT MONTREAL. 


Buildings Damaged, a Number of Persons 
Were Injured, and One Is Killed. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, May 23.—At half 
past five to-night a storm, blowing sixty 
miles an hour, struck the city from the 
west and unroofed buildings all over the 
city, besides laying\ electric light and tele- 
graph lines low. 

The damage at this hour cannot be told, 
but the most serious loss is to the Banque 
du Peuple Building, the rear of which was 
wrecked, the clerks having to go into the 
vaults to save their lives. A number of 
people were injured and one man was 

illed. 

Along the river front considerable dam- 
age was done to the freight sheds, while a 
number of vessels were blown from the 
wharves, 

Outside the city, at Vaudreuil, Lachine, 
St. Annes, Ormstown, and other places, the 
damage is heavy, but on account of wires 
being down, no details had been received 
up to midnight. 

Most of the greenhouses surrounding the 
city are badly damaged, while the roads 
are littered with pieces of trees. 

The roof of the Turkish Bath Building 
was blown off and crushed into the Vic- 
toria Rifles Armory, doing the building 
serious damage.

The Nicaraguan Revolutionists 
ize President Sacasa’s Army. 


PANAMA, May 23.—Advices from Nica- 
ragua state that the expected battle be- 
tween the Government forces and the revo- 
lutionists concentrated near Masaya was 
fought on last Saturday. It lasted twelve 
hours. The fighting was severe and each 
side suffered several repulses. Eventually 
the Government troops were driven from 
the field. 

Counting deserters, dead, and wounded, 
the Government lost fully half its army. 
The rest are demoralized and disheartened. 
Of twelve departments but four now re- 


main loyal to President Sacasa, and he is 
believed to be ready to treat for surrender. 

The removal of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship service from San Juan to Corinto has 
disturbed the plans of the revolutionists, 
who are anxious to maintain their relations 
with the outside world. 


HE BROKE THE UNION RULES, 


And Received One Hundred and Fifty 
Lashes as Punishment. 





SAVANNAH, Ga., May 23.—Several days 
ago the Lathers’ Union, a colored labor or- 
ganization, notified the public that their 
wages would be $1.50 per day in future. 
They also adopted a rule whereby any 
member working for less than $1.50 
should receive 150 lashes, 

Yesterday the union learned that two of 
their members were working for $1.25 per 
day. They took J. Robinson out on the 


commons last night, and, nailing two laths 
together, applied 150 lashes to him. He 
begged to be let off, promising not to break 
the rules again, but tono eftect. Charley 
Conley, the other man, hearing of Robin- 
son’s plight, induced two men with shot- 
guns to accompany him home.

THE QOOMMISSION SUSTAINS .THE 
OHICAGO DIRECTORY. 





The Minority Report in Favor of Open- 
ing the Fair Adopted—The National 
Commission Surprises the Sunday-Clos- 
ing Advocates—It Holds That Congress 
Has Violated the Contract Made by the 

Coin Act—Only the Courts 

Can Now Seal the Gates. 


Souvenir 


CHICAGO, May 23.—The National Com- 
mission has withdrawn from its position of 
opposing the opening of the World’s Fair 
on Sunday, and this afternoon, by a vote 
of 30 to 27, accepted the minority report of 
the Judiciary Committee, which favors 
Sunday opening. : 

Telegrams have continued to pour into 
the National Commission regarding Sun- 
day opening, and when Commissioner De 
Young called the national body to order 
about 10:30 o’clock this morning a good- 
sized stack of these communications 
adorned the President’s desk. They were 
from all parts of the country and were of 
the same import—keep the gates of the 
World’s Fair closed on Sunday. 

After w half hours discussion it was 
agreed that the debate on the adoption of 
one of the reports from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee on Sunday Closingshould be contined 
to three and one-half hours. Mr. Eibock 
of Iowa began the debate. by speaking in 
favor of the adoption of the minority re- 
port, which favors Sunday opening. 

Commissioner Burton of Kansas, Chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee, also sup- 
ported the minority report. He began by 
stating that the opposition did not deny 
that the creative act gave to the commis- 
sion and the Exposition Company an abso- 
lute right to close or open the gates 
on Sunday. But that right was taken 
away from both bodies by the so-called 
Souvenir act. The conditions imposed by 
that agt made it the duty of the committee 
to keep the gates closed Sunday. The 
question upon which the minds of the Ju- 
diciary Committee diverged was as to 
whether the conditions of the Souvenir act 
had been complied with. The souvenir 
money, he thought, wasintended to bea gift, 
lt was a mighty mean and small gift, when 
the great fair was considered, and the Amer- 
ican Congress imposed conditions which the 
exposition corporation had decided it was 
impossible to comply with. Then the orig- 
inal discretionary power reverted to the 
Directory and commission in regard to 
fixing a Sunday-opening rule, and he hoped 
next Sunday would see the fair opened by 
an amicable arrangement. 

The closing speeches were all in favor 
of throwing open the gates every day of 
the week. Commissioners kept rallying 
to the support of the Exposition Directors 
until the impression began to grow that 
the vote would not bein favor of closing 


as was expected last week. Messrs. Smith of 
New-Jersey, Bellens of Missouri, White of 
New-Mexico, and Groner of Virginia, de- 
clared their intention of voting for the 
minority report. ~ --- 

When Gen. St. Clair of West Virginia, 
the leader of the Sunday-opening advo- 
cates in the commission, arose to close the 
debate there was general silence. Com- 
missioner St. Clair first submitted a modi- 
fication of the Sunday-opening rule pro- 
posed by the Directory, and obtained 
unanimous consent to have it received as 
part of the Judiciary Committee minority 
report. The modification proyided for an 
invitation to all sects and creeds to hold 
religious exercises in the halls of the expo- 
sition on Sunday, making it the duty of the 
Council of Administration to make ample 
arrangements for such exercises. 

In taking up the opening question to 
close the debate, Mr. St. Clair said it was a 
mistake to suppose that Chicago had pro- 
vided the exposition. It was true that 
Chicago had furnished directly and 
through the stockholders $12,000,000, but 
foreign nations had contributed #6,000,- 
000, States and Territories $7,000,000, 
and the United States Government 
$6,000,000. The commission was bound 


OOL. HONEY’S GREAT VIOTORY. 


Newport Democrats Elect Him to the 
Assembly by a Big Majority. 


Newrort, R. L, May 23.—For the first 
time in many years, a strict party fight 
without a third ticket has taken place in 
Newport between Samuel R. Honey, Demo- 
erat, and John J. Carey, Republican. It 
was for Second General Assemblyman, to 
till a vacancy caused by the death of the 
late Henry Astor Carey. It was deter- 
mined by the Republicans to defeat Honey 
at all costs, and unlimited ‘‘ boodle” is be- 
lieved to have been sent from up the river 
to attain this end. 

The polls opened at 6:30 o’clock this 
morning, and in the first half hour a large 
vote was cast, particularly by laboring 
men going to work. The Democracy was 
thoroughly aroused, and at each polling 
booth scores of watchful eyes were watch- 
ing for any attempts at bribery. The Re- 
publican “boodlers” had absolutely no 
show to put in any fine work, and what- 
ever they did was done away from the 
usual haunts. George Peabody Wetmore 
arrived last night, and the presence of 
their millionaire leader gave the Republic- 
ans some encouragement. The weather 
was perfect throughout and both sides 
worked like beavers. 

_When the polls closed, at 6:30 P. M., ex- 
cited crowds gathered, awaiting the result 
of the count, which was known by 7:30, 
giving the total vote: Honey, 1,897; Carey, 
1,443; scattering, 22; majority for Honey, 
432. The news spread like wildtire, and 
such scenes of enthusiasm were witnessed 
as have never before been seen here. In 
the heaviest Republican wards Mr. Honey 
gained, and in the Fifth Ward, where 
Lorillard Spencer lives, who, althou 
ostensibly a Democrat, has worked ha 
against Honey on purely personal grounds, 
Mr. Honey received a majority of 415. Mr. 
Honey’s grand victory is the death knell of 
Spencer’s ambition with Newport’s De- 
mocracy. ‘

WANDERINGS OF A MURDERER 


JOHN W, HILLMON’S HIDING PLAOB 





KNOWN TO DETEOTIVES, 


He Can Be Arrested as Soon as the Ine 


surance Companies Are Keady to Pay 
the Reward Offered—His Most Intimate 
Companion a Detective in Whom Hé 
Has Implicit Confidence—Story of the 
Fourteen Years’ Roaming of a Hunted 
Criminal, 


ToprKa, Kan., May 23.—After fourteen 


years of wandering, John W. Hillmon, the 
murderer of Frederick A. Walters, has 
been located and placed under surveillance 
so that he can be arrested at any time. 
The story of his discovery has already 
been told exclusively in THe New-York 
TIMES, 
Barbour County, this State, to further a 
conspiracy to defraud three life insurance 
companies which had issued policies aggre- 
gating $25,000 to Hillmon, a man who had 
never been actually worth that many cents 
in his own right. 


The murder was committed in 


There were several parties connected 
with this conspiracy who, while not par- 


ticipating in the murder, probably assisted 
in all the preliminary details except that 


of selecting the victim, which was left to 


the man chosen to commit this act. Since 


that bleak 16th of March, 1879, no man ia 
Kansas has seen Hillmon, though it has 
been repeatedly claimed that his wife had 
visited him more than once. This she de- 
nies, claiming that, as she has since mar« 
ried @ man named Smith, she believes her 
former husband dead, and that she recog- 
nized the dead body brought to Lawrence 
as his, 

Four years ago the Sheriff of Cochise 
County, Arizona, asserted that he had 
found Hillmon living, and asked the insur- 
ance companies interested to fix a suitable 
reward for his arrest. This request was 
complied with, and a man was arrested in 
the mountains near Tcmbstone who after- 
ward proved conclusively that he was a 
prisoner in the Northern Indiana Peniten- , 
tiary at the time the murder was committed, 
escaping nearly a year afterward, or in 
1880.

Snakes Killed by Wholesale. 

SALISBURY, N. C., May 23.—Jason Litaker of 
China Grove Township, in this county, (Rowan,) 
says he felled a large oak tree and commenced 
to saw it up yesterday. In the third cut, about 
six feet up the tree, what appeared to be blood 
followed the course of the saw, there being a 
considerable hollow in the log at this point. 
Mr. Litaker split the log open. The whole in- 
side was filled with hall-torpid snakes of the 
water moccasin species. They were about two 
feet long, about an inch thick, and of a dark- 
brown color.

MONTREAL, May 23.—Three children named 
Brouillet, between two and nine years of age, 
were burned to death in a tenement house in 
Gareau Lane to-day.

TOPEKA, Kan., May 23.—Superintendent of 
Insurance Snyder to-day made an official ruling 
in relation to the non-resident agency law. He 
has followed closely the opinion of the Attor- 
ney General, and declares it to be his purpose 
te adhere strictly to this ruling, regardless of 
the action of any company or companies in 


withdrawing from the State. The ciroulat 
reads: 


“That the Legislature clearly intended to prohibit 
ony person, agent, firm, or corporation not a resident 
of the State of Kansas from issuing or causing to be 
issned any policy or policies of fire insurance upon 
property located in this State is evident. Having 
carefully studied the ‘non-resident agency’ law, I 
conclude that no other interpretation of it can be 
made than this. Theintention of the Legislature 
Was to compel fire insurance companies to locate a 
recording agency or agencies within the State, said 
agenoy or agencies to have full power in the buei- 
nese of issuing or causing policies to he isened, sign- 
ing and countorsigning, and other transactions per- 
taining to the business of fire insurance. 

“This ruling is not intended to prehibit any officer 
of a foreign or non-resident inanrance company from 
coming into the State to advise general, special, 
or local agents or to adjust the losses. In connec- 
tion herewith, I call the attention of companies to 
Section 8,382 of the compiled laws of 1889. It is 
necessary that a reasonable time be given inanr- 
ance companies in which to establish auch agencies, 
and, from my knowledge of the business, I judge 
sixty days from the date of this ruling to be snffi- 
cient Yme. If further time be necessary, upon 
proper showing the same will be granted, as it is 
hot the intention of the department to be arbitrary 
in its rulings, but the insurance laws of Kansas 
must be obeyed.”’

Vice Presi- 
dent Young accordinglyjruled that, as fifty- 
tive members, a majority of the com- 
mission, had not voted to modify it, the 
new rule as submitted by the Directory 
must stand. This decision raised a storm 
of protests from the opponents of a 
Sunday fair. Commissioners jumped up 
to appeal from the decision, and finally 
the Acting President was convinced that 
he had gone too far in adding to his de- 
cision that the new rule submitted by the 
Directory must stand. His decision as 
placed on the record with the approval of 
the Sunday openers was restricted to a 
mere statement that the commission had 
failed to modify the rule by a majority 
vote. 

This leaves the matter now in the hands 
of the Directory, but the general opinion 
among the Commissioners is that the gates 
of the fair will be opened Sunday, unless 
the judicial authorities shall enjoin the 
foal board.

Selling a reasonably- 
rich find, he made his second visit to his 
brother-in-law, when he heard that his 
wife had been married again. and was ad- 
vised to make himself scarce and notin 
any way disturb her. Hillmon then went 
to Tombstone, where he very soon became 
known as a desperate character, ready for 
any deed, regardless of its criminal nature. 
He did not long remain in Tombstone, but 
joined a party of miners on their way to 
Soniers, when he made his first visit to the 
Sierra Madre range. It was while on this 
trip that another man was arrested under 
the supposition that he was Hillmon. The, 
man so nearly answered the description of 
Hillmon that there was no question as to 
his identity until he established the fact 
that he was an escaped convict from the 
Indiana Penitentiary. The arrest had been 
made in Cochise County, and the man was 
brought back as far as Colorado before he 
was released. He was then released only 
upon his pledge that he would never again 
enter Colorado. The security was that in- 
formation would at once be sent to In- 
diana in case he showed up. He has kept 
bis word, so far as known, and Hillmon 
mever had any idea how nearly he came to 
being sent back to Kansas. _ 

By this time the third trial for the in- 
surance money was over, and as a verdict 
had been rendered for the supposed widow, 
an appeal fora new trial had been made 
and granted.

He vibrates between the 
Sierra Madras and Tombstone, and, placing im- 
lieit faith in all that his ’chum’ says and 
oes, he can be brought within our reach at the 
ropertime.

pay the sum agreed upon as soon as the identi- 
cation is complete and satisfactory.” . 

It is certain that Hillmon has been more 
than desperate since he learned of his wife’s 

cond marriage, even though he himself 

k up with a squaw and afterward mar- 
ried a Mexican. He told his chum about a 
— ago that he had a notion to go back to 
ansas and surrender himself, intimating 
that if he did there would be some lively 
times, and that he would not be the onl 
one to suffer. He vaguely alluded once af- 
terward to the trouble that would follow 
his appearance in Kansas,and said that 
there were others who would probably 
hastily leave the State the moment he en- 
tered it, and that he would like to see them 
beeome the vagabonds that he himself had 
become. 

lf thisis not the man wanted there are 
certainly features of remarkable coinci- 
dence, features that have misled some of 
the shrewdest men in the West and caused 
them to spend a great amount of money, 
besides undergoing great hardships. The 
Lawrence relatives will not talk, while the 
New-Mexico brother-in-law admits that he 
has had two visits from a“ cousin,” but in- 
vestigation reveals that he has no cousin 
living. The mystery that has so long 
shrouded this remarkable case bids fair to 
be solved.

NEW-YORK EXHIBITORS ANGRY 
GRIEVANOES OF THE FLORISTS AND 





The Flower Show Likely to be Spoiled by 
Limiting Its Space—The Management of 
the Fair Selling Reserved Space for Pea- 
nut Stands and All Kinds of Concessions 
—Pears Sent from This State Allowed to 
Spoil Rather Than Stretch a “ Rule”. 
of the Exposition. 


CuicaGo, May 23.—Owing to the disagreeable 
relations existing between Chief Samuels of the 
Horticultural Department and Director General 
Davis, the New-York exhibitors of fruit and 
flowers have been in hot water all the week 
again. The new complaint of the flower exhib- 
itors is that space which was assigned to the 
New-York City Florists’ Club for a grand dis- 
play of cut flowers has been given to some con- 
cessionaire for the sale of peanuts, popoorn, &c, 
In addition te depriving the floriets of valuable 
space, the unsightiy lumber booths obscure the 
flower exhibita and detract from the splendid 
a@ppearance which the Florists’ Club’s display, 
being in the most prominent and conspicuous 
part.of the dome of Horticultural Hall, was ex- 
pected to make. 

The representative of the Florists’ Club com- 
plained to State Executive Officer MoNaughton, 
who will take the matter to the Director Gen- 
eral, but itis not expected that the complaint 
will be successful. The management of the fair 
is attempting to recoup the losses caused by 
bad management by making more concessions 
than were ever contemplated, with the result 
that space whieh was heretofore reserved for 
exhibita, as well as that devoted to purposes of 
walks and avenues for the public, is being en- 
croached upon by stands for the sale of pressed 
flowers, pocketbooks, penknives, and souvenirs. 
In the dome of the Horticultural Building peo- 
ple cannot find space to look at the floral dis- 
play, so cramped is it with catalogue, flower, 
and other stands. 

This is not the only grievance of the flori- 
culturists. They are beginning to learn the 
practical workings of John Boyd Thacher’s 
system of awards as it affects flowers. They 
are for the first time appreojating the fact that 
by this system no exhibitor can secure honors 
in competition with another exhibitor. No 
State can secure the distinction of showing the 
finest display of flowers. This is the gist of the 
Thacher award system. Mr. Thacher says it 
is designed to give honorable mention for su- 
periority, but not for superlativeness. Conse- 
sequently, the florists who expected to compete 
in producing a display of superlative merit 
will content thomselves with merely a superior 
display. The incentive is absent in Mr, 
Thacher’s plan of rewarding excellence, 

He explains thie by the. statement that the 
Piano men wrote him asking that no awards be 
made in competition, and stating that the 
pianomakers were all friendly, and that to put 
one maker in competition with the others 
would prove a reyival of a trade war, which 
they did not want. ‘Ibe fruit exhibitors’ new 
grievance is an order that the express com- 
panies shall deliver packages oniy between the 
hours of 11 P. M. ands A.M. Last Friday 
Ellwanger & Cary of Rochester shipped ten 
varieties of pears to the New-York pomological 
exhibit. New-York is surpaseing the world 
ip ite exhipit of fruits out of season. 

The pears arrived here Saturday at midnight 
and lay in the express office over Sunday, there 
being no delivery that day. Under the rule of 
the management, they were to have been fur- 
ther detained Monday until 11 o'clock at night 

Assistant Superintendent Fowler spent all day 
Monday in an effort to get the rule stretched 
to permit the fruit to be delivered. It was rot- 
ting in the case atthe express office, where it 
had lain sinee Saturday, but such is the inflexi- 
bility of the World’s Fairrules that the case did 
not reach the New-York exhibit until this morn- 

ing, anda madder setef pomologists than the 

New-York fruit managers was never seen. 

The matter was all the more exasperating be- 

cause the New-York exhibit is the only one 

which shdws pears and grapes. The case was 

marked “ Fruit, pertenebits deliver with dis- 

patcoh,’’ but it might have been earthenware for 

all the express company cared. Unless the rule 

is revoked, New-York will not send on the 300 

varieties of strawberries she has promised, and, 

from the present temper of her exhibitors, she 

will stop at whateshe has already accomplished. 

The exhibitors throughout the Horticultural 

Building reel that there is no encouragement 

for more than the most perfunctory efforts on 

their part, because of the differences between 

Chief Samuels and the management of the fair. 

The inside history of the virtual usurpation 

of Mr. Samuele's preregatives by John Thorpe, 

his subordinate, who has displaced him as Chief 

of the flower part of the horticultural show, 

was told to a NEW-YORK TIMes correspondent 

to-day by one of the exhibitors. Thorpe, it ap- 

pears, made expenditures for flowers that ex- 

ceeded the sum spent by his Chief, Samuels, for 

all the other exhibits in the Horticultural 

Building, and Samuels found that so much was 

being spent for so few results that he refused to 

audit the bills, whereupon Director General 

Davis directed Thorpe to turn his bills iu to 

him, and said he would see that they were paid. 

Thorpe’s department of floriculture was sub- 

sequently divorced from the horticultural man- 

agement, and Samuels is notin favor, his powers 

having been curtailed and his efforts crippled 

in every way. 

The explanation by the exhibitor of Thorpe’s 

large expenditures and the favor in which he 

stands with the management is that he sup- 

plied the Local Directors and the Director Gen- 

eral with allthe cut flowers they needed, not 
only at their official functions, but at their per- 

sonal entertainments as well, and that, more- 
over, Vaiuable and costly plants which were on 

exhibition by private exhibitors were carted 
about from one place to the other despite the 

protests of their owners.

Insti- 
tute of Technology Will Go to Chicago. 


How Students of the Massachusetts 


Boston, May 23.—A letter was received yes- 
terday from Commissioner Hovey, in charge of 
the Massachusetts Building at Chicago, stating 
that the steamship Cadet of Portland, Me., had 
been assigned moorings near the battle ship 
Illinois, which was very convenient to the fair 
grounds. This completes the arrangements for 
one ef the most delightful parties to the World’s 
Fair, composed of twenty-three stud ents of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

The young men have chartered the steamship 
Cadet of the Casco Bay Steamship Company 
and had her fitted out especially for this trip. 
The steamer, which is about 100 feet over all, 
has been painted pure white. The smoke, 
stack is painted silver gray, and nine feet 


from the deck a large ietter ‘T” is painted in 
eardinal red. Besides these decorations the ship 
will be covered with streamers of the institute 
colors frem stem to stern, and each flag and 
streamer will bear the lettrs M. LT. The 
steamer has been rearranged so that there are 
twelve berths on the upper and twelve en the 
lower deck. 

The Cadet sailed from Portland for New-York 
last week and is now supposed to be on her way 
up the Hudson. On account of the examina 
tions this week the men were unable to go by 
water with the boatthe entire distance. They 
will leave Boston in a special sleeping car on 
the Fitchburg Road at 6:45 P. M. Thuraday, 
June 1, arriving at Buffaloon the following 
afternoon. Here they will board the steamer 
and in the evening steam onward toward “hi- 
cago by way of the lakes, arriving off Jackson 
Park on the evening of June 5. 

The men will live on board the boat and have 
headquarters in the Massachusetts Building. 
They will remain there until after the 17th of 
June, and on that day they propose to make 
considerable noise with the cannon which they 
will have on board the boat in honor of old 
Bunker Hiil. The return will be made by way 
Leng Island Sound, arriving in Boston a day 
or two before July 1.

OHARGES AGAINST A TREASURER. 


G. <A. Whitman, Stockholder 


Spooner Box Company, Arrested.

George A. Whitman, the Treasurer and book- 
keeper of the Spooner Box Manufacturing Com 
pany, 250 West Twenty-seventh Street, was 
afrested Jate on Monday night on charges of 
embezzlement, forgery, and falsification of ac- 
counts. Yesterday afternoon Whitman waived 
examination and was held for trial by Police 
Justice Martin in $3,500 bail. 

E. A. Spooner, the President and General 
Manager of the company, was seen yesterday 
about the case by a NEw-YorK TIMES reporter. 

“ For the last five years,” he said, “‘ Mr. Whit- 
man has been our Treasurer and bookkeeper. 
He is also a stockholder in the company to 
the extent of $6,000. My brother Ebenezer, 
wyself, and our mother, Mrs. Sarah Spooner, 
hold the balance of the $48,000 worth of stock. 
Although the business is duly incorporated we 
had such contidence in Whitman that the books 
have never been audited or a balance sheet 
drawn up sinos he joined the concern on May 1, 
1888, 

For some months I have been pressing Whit- 
man to make outa statement, but, although he 
repeatedly promised, henever didso. Last week 
I sent for Acceuntant W. B. Landon of 14 Wall 
Street, who loeked into the books unknown to 
Whitman. Hoe soon discovered that Whitman 


had entered weekly amounts on the company’s 
er which did not taliy with the 
items charged to the pay roll in the cash book, 
so that we finda shortage, or rather an over- 
charge, in the books of $9,744.65, and this only 
runs between the dates of May 26, 1888, and 
Deo. 26, 1892,” 

** How is it that you have not had your beoks 
audited oftener !”’ was asked. 

“I cannot explain further than that we trust- 
ed Mr. Whitman and let him do as he liked, as 
he was a stockholder, and therefore practically 
& partner in the coneern. I admit it was very 
careless and irregular. With regard to Whit- 
man’s statement that he has loaned the comes 
ny money, I decline to speak at present, he 
company has never declared any dividends. 
Whitman drew as éalary of 0 per week for 
keeping the books. I always thought him a 
good business man, very steady, and exemplary 
in his habits.” 

When Mr. Whitman was seen in the Tombs he 
refused to talk, and referred the reporter to his 
attorney, Lawyer R. N. Waite. The latter made 
the following statement: 

“The wae business is merely a partnership 
squabble. hy, my client holds the company’s 
notes for $13,500. He bas loaned it more than 
this sum, and advanced it as little as $40 on 
May 8 this year. Itis a matter of spite, owing 
to the business proving unprofitable. I have 
acted as the company’s attorney for years, and 
cannot therefore say much about its affairs, 
save that it has never paid dividends. 

“IT was much surprised at Whitman’s arrest. 
I have known him nearly twenty years asa 
highly-respectable, steady man. He has a wife, 
but no children, and lives at 71 Kast Eighty- 
soventh Street. He isa member of Lafayette 
Post, G. A. R., and fought through and was 
wounded in the late war, for whieh he draws a 
small pension.

WHY THE BRIDGE IS NOT BUILT. 


Correspondence Concerning the Harlem 
River Ship Canal. 





There has been considerable complaint from 
residents up town about the difficulty and 
danger of crossing the Harlem River Ship Canal 
at King’s Bridge Road. The Mayor Was recent 
ly petitioned to hurry the building of the new 
bridge and he called upon Commissioner of 
Public Works Michael T. Daly to report upon 
the condition of the work. 

Mr. Daly replied to the Mayor yesterday, and 
in his letter stated the substance of his com- 
munications upon the subject with Lieut. 
Col. G. L. Gillespie, United States Army, who 
has charge of the work of the Harlem River 
Bhip Canal. 

In Mr. Daly’s letter to Col. Gillespie dated 
May 12 Mr. Daly called the Colonel’s attention 
to the fact that, by the breaxing of the dam on 
the line of King’s Bridge Road, communication 
between the parts of the city north and south 
of the waterway was interrupted. 

Col. Gillespie replied that he did not think it 
would be necessary to replace the dams, as the 
small amount of work to be done to complete 
the contract could be done without the proteo- 
tion of the dam. 

Mr. Daly again wrote to Col. Gillespie saying 
that the chief engineer of the Croton Aqueduct 
had reported to him thatowing to the present 
conditions the building of the drawvbridge 
across the ship canal was delayed, and that, as 
it was evidently not the intention of the United 
States authorities to restore the dam and 
temporary roadway, they should immediately 
dredge out the channelway and take out all ob- 
structions eo that the oity contractors might 

roceed with the work for the censtruction of 
he bridge and so that the channel might be 
safely crossed at all times by beats.

Removed from the Trusteeship an 


Estate Which Is Missing. 


Francis H. Weeks, the defaulting lawyer, las 
been removed from the trusteeship of another 
estate of which he had charge.

Bince the exposures regarding Weeks, his co- 
trustee has made a careful investigation, with 
the result that he could find no trace of any 
part of the estate. 

Yesterday Mr. Roosevelt, through his attor- 
neys, presented the facts to Judge Andrews of 
the Supreme Court, who removed Weeks as 
trustee.

‘WARNING TO RUMOR MONGERS. 


Grand Jury’s Presentment Regarding the 
False Reports About H. B. Hollins & Co. 


As a result of the investigation by the Grand 
Jury into the false reports circulated a few 
days ago affecting the finanoial standing of H. 
B. Hollins & Oo., the following presentment 
was handed in yesterday to Recorder Smyth, 
sitting in Part L of the Court of General Ses- 
sions: 


“During the financial quiete, ahd at atime when 
the market was likely to be alfectead by almost any 
disturbing incident, certain false and wholly un- 
Warranted rumors in regard to the solvency of some 
ot our strongest and must reputable banking houses 
were circulated in the community, the effect of 
whioh, had they unhappy gained oredonce, would 
have been most disastrous to the community. 

“We deemed ita duty to undertake an investiga. 
tion with a view to ascertaining where these rumors 
originated and in what manner they became cur- 
rent, and for that purpose we summoned a number 
of witnesses before us and heard their testimony. 

“ Alter a careful consideration of all the evidence, 
we have come te the conclusion that while there are 
circumstances tending to indicate tue direction 
where the responsibility lies, we are not justified, in 
view of the unsatisfactory nature of the great mass 
of the testimony, in finding am tndictment against 
any of the guiliy parties. 

**In the course of our inquiry we have been espe- 
cially impressed by the fact that, although the false- 
hoods were evidently tabricated with the intention 
that they should be given the widest circulation, 
thie result was accomplished as much, if not more, 
by the gratnitous labors of gossips and scandal- 
mongers apt yA disinterested in the truth or falsity 
of the talk, and ignorant of the source or reliability 
of theirinformation, than through the direct an- 
nouncement of the lies by the original conspirators 
themselves. 

“While the immediate tendency of these rnmors 
is to injure private individuals, the public injury 
that might be occasioned is manifest, and the wrong 
is equal, regardless of how the rumors gain car- 
renoy. ame y marney & the magnitude cf our financial 
transactions in the Stock Exchange and elsewhere, 
the extent ofthe damage that may be produced is 
enormous. 

“A conspiracy to circulate false rumors is in no 
case a trivial offense, and where the object is te de- 
troy public contidence in responsible Lusiness con- 
cerns, and thus to ocreatea feeling of general dis- 
trust and apprehension in financial and banking 
circles, in order that the conspirators mar ke ad. 
vantage of the resulting injury and profit by the 
tmolsfortunes of others, the offense besomes doubly 
grave and merits the severest condemnation. 

*“*“Notonly did the conspirators in this instance 
have the services of the gossips, but they succeeded 
in securing the actnal publication of their rumors in 
the press, especially in the so-called financial! jonr- 
nals, thus making them the instruments of further- 
ing their fraud. 

“While we have not found indictments in these 
cases we have made this presentment that it may 
serve asa warning to others and a service to the 


ublic. 

We are of the opinion that this incident should 
be made the occasion of more stringent legislation, 
and that a punishment proportionate to the infamy 
of the offense. and applicable not only to the origi- 
nators of the falee rumors, but to those who repeat 
and publish them without reasonable ground for be- 
jief im their truth, should be provided.” 





The Newburg’s Walking Beam Broken. 

Capt. Holley of the West Shore ferryboat 
Newburg had an exciting experience on Sun- 
day night. As the boat was entering the slip at 
Weehawken he heard a noise bebind him, and 
the next instant imagined that the Miantono- 
moh, which was lying half a mileup tbe stream, 
had by some accident fired one of her 1,000- 
pound shot, which had come in contact with 
the wheelhouse, for there was a deafening 
crash, the air was filled with dust and splinters, 
and the pilot house evineed a disposition to start 
off on an expedition of its own. 

When the Captain oame to investigate, he 
found that the ponderous walking beam of the 
beat, weighing several tons, had broken in 
fragments, and that one fragment, which would 
turn the scales at 1,500 pounds, had toppled 
over on the pilot house. The few passengers on 
board were more frightened than the Captain. 
A flaw in the iron was the cause of the break.

Mrs. Wetmore, Who Trapped Dr. Buffun, 
Has a Long Bigamous Record. 


Anna Wetmore, who has been known in this 
city by a half-dozen different names, and to the 
District Attorneys of this and Kings County as 
an adventuress, has another victim in her toils. 
Marriage for the purpose of blackmail has been 
the agenoy she has used for her operations. The 
singular thing about the woman is that she is 
not handsome or educated. She cannot read or 
write. Since 1869 she has figured from time to 
time in the newspapers as a woman given to 
marrying men nearly all of whom were mar- 
ried at the time they were married to her. 

The man this time is Dr. Frank E. Buffan of 
Pittaburg, Penn. He came here as ja medical 
student in 1884, aud was graduated from Belle- 
vue in 1887, After practicing in Pittsburg for 
four years, he returned here to continue his 
studies. He took board with this woman at 242 
West Twenty-third Street, and she made life 
very pleasant for him. 

Bhe said she was thirty-two years old, of 
Southern birth, and a descendant of James Em- 
met Wetmore, the millionaire banker of London, 
and was related to Dr. Wetmore of this city and 
to ex-Gov. Wetmore of Rhode Island. She 
showed him papers which made out a good 
claim for $850,0U0 against the Government tor 
cotton belonging to her family which had been 
confiscated during the war. Dr. Buffun pro- 
posed marriage and the ceremony took place in 
Neow-Jersey. 

Dr. Butfun had to go West. He had not been 
long away when he heard from her that she 
Was to become « mother. Then came word that 
® baby had been born, resembling its father. 
She took a baby Weat, and with it a certificate 
of birth bearing the attesting signature of Dr. 
George Tucker Harrison. 

While in the West the woman had hysteria. 
Dr. Buffun telegraphed Dr. Wetmore that his 
niece was illand was amazed to get a reply 
that it could not be, for he had no nieee. r. 
Buffua for the firet time beeame suspicious. 
He learned that the birth certificate was a 
forgery. A detective learned for him that she 
had visited baby farms to geta child resem- 
bling Dr. Buffun, and had secured one of which 
a German girl was the mother. 

These discoveries prompted a search into her 
history. District Attorney Ridgway was able 
to throw some light uponit. In 1884 she had 
been an object of attention from him because of 
her marriage to Nathaniel Hawes. Hawes was 
married when he met ber. The woman, hoping 
that his relatives would pay well for her silence, 
threatened proceedings for bigamy, whieh she 
brought when threats failed. Mr. Ridgway felt 
sympathy for Hawes’s wife, and looked up the 
complainant’s record. 

He found that many years before she had 
worked herself into society in Louisville, con- 
tinuing there until exposed as un adventuress. 
Next she appeared in Washington, where she 
maintained a sumptuous establishment, and 
was known asthe “ Silver Queen.” She ingra- 
tiated herself with various officials, who gave 
more or less credence to her $850,000 claim 
story. She married Col. D. W. Wallingford, 
United States Army,and ruined him, causing 
his dismissal from the service. In the suit for 
bigamy thatshe brought against him, she em- 
proves William H. Redheffer of Philadelphia as 

er attorney. He was already married, but she 
fascinated him, and he married her. 
was ruined by her. 

Trausferring her operations to this city, she 
had various matrimonial adventures, resulting 
in her profit. In Brooklyn she lived in a board- 
ing house at Pineapple and Henry Streets, She 
tried to become friendly with Ked Leary, the 
Manhattan Bank burglar, when he had a place 
at Coney Island, by pretending to him that she 
knew where aman of nerve coald get $30,000 
in gold. Leary distrusted her and thought of 
turning her over to his wife Kate, but changed 
his mind because, as he afterward said, ‘“* Kate 
would probably have thrown her into the 
water.” Leary suspected that she was looking 
for a chance with a private detective agency. 

With a record of this kind exposed, Mr. Ridg- 
way was still unable to do anything with the 
woman, and she escaped punishment. Then 
she came to this city, where she resumed ber 
oareer with some success, wrinkled and 
painted as she was, her good luck always serv- 
ing to keep her out of prison. She was known 
in the Tenderloin Precinct as a dangerous 
woman. That washer field when she trapped 
Dr. Buffun. He willtry every means necessary 
to relieve himself of her. 

Dr. Buffun is at the Astor House. When a 
reporter of THe New-YorRK Tres called there 
last evening he refused to say anything what- 
ever about the case.

“As soon as my husband and the members of 
his family learned I was not rich, they began to 
make my life miserable. [I was accused of be- 
ing an adventuress and worse. I was abused 
as no other woman bas ever been abused. [ 
was inaliving belL 

“ They said I was not the mother of the babe 
Thad brought home, but I proved to them I was. 
Then they sald I was crazy, and called in sev- 
eral physicians to examine me. The doctors 
pronounced me sane and refused to sign a cer- 
titieate which would have consigned me to an 
‘insane asylum.” 

Mrs. Buffun says her husband assaulted her 
terribly in January, since which time she has 
not seen or heard of him, and she is determined 
to have her rights as his wife.

Of ceurse the company in- 
dorsed these notes and had them discounted, 
and 80 it isliable if the persons drawing the 
notes do not pay, but that can be no argument 
against the company’s solvency, and attaeh- 
ments on account of paper not yet due are 
wholly unjustified. 

+ Ag to the note that is due, thereis absolutely 
no legal defense. The company stood ready to 
give other paper for it, but the bank preferred 
to attach to cover all obligations. The note will 
be paid at once.” 

«Does the company fear trouble from any 
other quarter?” 

“None whatever. It does not fear trouble 
over the claim for $24,367. I think the nptes 
representing that amount will fall due and be 
taken up before we can get to trial. Our fight 
against that paywent is mainly to refute the 
charge that in calling the assets of the Domeatio 
Manufacturing Company our assets we were 
guilty of fraud.

Reckon was made a hot favorite for the second 
race, a handicap ata mile and a sixteenth, in which 
eight of the twelve horses accepting the weights 


went to the t. Of these Lowlander, Equity, and 
Ajax were the only ones played to win except Keck- 
ou. The latter was as skittish and capricious as last 
season, and made a lot of trouble at the post before a 
start was effected. When the horses did get a start, 
Reokon went directly to the front, and there she re- 
maived to the end of the race, winving by a head in 
one of the sharpest kind of finishes, in which the first 
six were only heads and noses apart. It was a tri- 
umph for the handicapper to get such a finish, and 
the struggle, all of which was in the last six. 
teenth of a mile, aroused the liveliest kind of 
enthusiasm. Such a olosing up of horses in a 
bunch just at the finish is altogether unusual and 
there wae no wonder that it brought about the out 
varst of epplanes. Blitzen, Stockton, and Hamilton 
all came from the rear under the sting of Mi ee 
spur and they all shot by Lizzie, Equity. and w- 
lander, between whom the tight for second and third 
money seemed to lie. So, too, they caught Keokon, 
and it was only by the very narrowest of margins 
that she won the purse for her owners and the 
mogey for her backers.

As there 
was no place betting on Miss Maude, she got the 

lace by three-quarters of a length from Grace 
Brown. The other three were beaten off.

THAT BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 


The Board of Control Had Nothing to In- 
vestigate—Fred Gebhard’s Letter. 


The Board of Control, which has the management 
of racing affairs on all the big tracks in the East, had 
a@ three hours’ session yesterday afternoon for the 
alleged purpose of investigating the talk about the 
foul running in the Brooklyn Handicap for the pur- 
pose of beating Lamplighter. The meeting was held 
with closed doors, and so far as could be ascertained 
there was no investigation. Fred Gebhard, who was 
the author of all the reports set afloat before the 
running of the race on Monday last, sent his ex- 
peoted denial of the authorship of the reports that 
had been floating about, as Pierre Lorillard had pre- 
viously sent his deniai of all the harsh things that 


he was alleged to have said about the race. No at, 
tempt was made to ascertain whether there was any 
foundation for the stories that these men were al- 
leged to have set afivuat. Their denials, in the opin. 
ion of the members of the ;board, were all-sufficient. 

After the session the board posted this bulietin in 
the paddock, aeeeune to attach toit the autograph 
letter of Mr. Gebhard: 

Mr. M. F. Dwyer having appealed to the Board of 
Control for an investigation, the board finds: 

First—That there is no complaint in regard to foul 
riding 1n the race for the Brooklyn Handicap against 
any persous whatever. 

Secund—1 hat the only persons quoted in relation 
with the matter are Mr. Lorillardand Mr. Gebhard. 

Third—That the gentlemen denying the state- 
ments imputed to them, there is therefore no case 
before the board. A copy of Mr. Gebhari’s letter is 
appended.

Plenty of Hard Work for Them If They 
Want to Win at New-London. 


E. W. Gould has just been elected Captain of the 
freshman crew. Since the freshmen won the olass 
races & few ofthem have grown very careless. The 
climax was reached last week when three of the 
crew falled to appear at the boathouse one afternoon 
because it was raining. The Captain was one of 
these. Coach Bandler immediately deposed him, and 
Gould was elected in his place. 

Gould rows at stroke, and, although sparely built 
and very light—140 pounds—ig one of the hardest 
workers in the boat.

He does 
not get as much body swing as he ought, and, con- 
sidering that he is rowing at No. 7, his time ig 
wretched, 

Carter, at No.6, with proper attention to work, 
will make a good, strong oar. He is 6 feet in height, 
and weighs 164 pounds. Hehas not learned yet to 
siow up his slide going down on the full reach, and 
awings back too far. 

Goldsmith, at No. 5,is 6 feet 3 inohes tall, and 
weighs only 165. Heis thoroughly in sarnest about 
his work, and will make @ good oar. He uses all the 
sirength he has every stroke, but isa little slow in 
starting his slide on the recover. 

Rice, 162, No. 4, is perhaps the most powerful man 
in the boat, but somewhat clumsy and slow to learn 
the points of the stroke. He feathers under water 
badly, is slow in atarting his elide, and does not 
swing at the same angie as the rest of the crew, go- 
ing too far back and not far enough forward. 

McLean, 150, No. 3. has made almost no progress 
since he has been on the river. He kicks his slide, 
has a very short body swing, and scems to have no 
controlover his oar. His feathering 1s either too 
high or on the water, and he pulls his hands down 
into his lap so that his oar leaves the water long be- 
tore the others. 

Shoup, 137, No. 2, is slow in starting his slide and 

in getting his hands out, overreaches with his 

shoulder, and cuts his stroke too short. His worst 

fault is poor time. 

Bow bas been filled by Elckwort, 145, while Fear- 
ing has been sick. The former makes poor work of 
rowing, setties tearfully at the end of each stroke, 

apd handles his oar in poor shape. 

MacGregor, 172, 6 feet 1 inoh, has been working

The Weather Bureau report indicates for 
to-day, in this oity, generally jair, cooler 
weather, preceded by showers in the early 
morning. 

The Republican Club of Massachusetts is

* active partin primary political action atthe 
caucuses, as a means of securing the nomi- 
nation of candidates known to be “of high 
character and without reproach,” and 
thereby winning the support of independ- 
ent voters. This kind of an appeal and the 
reasoning with which itis accompanied are 
very familiar, but the peculiar significance 
in this case lies in the recognition by the 
Massachusetts Republican Club of the ne- 
cessity of seeking the support of independ- 
ent voters. The driving-out process not 
proving very profitable, the winning-back 
policy is to be tried, but after all it is quite 
as much bad doctrine as bad nominations 
that has been causing the Republican 
Party to lose the support of independent 
voters. It needs better men to the front, 
but it is not likely to get them or to bene- 
fit much by it untilit revises its principes 
and becomes a party of the people once 
more. 








Those who know how useful many of the 
special agents of the General Land Office 
have been will regard as very unfortunate 
the condition of the appropriations which 
has led the new Commissioner to take 
measures for the dismissal on July 1 of for- 
ty of the fifty-three special agents now em- 
ployed. Theseagents, or many of them, have 
been engaged in investigations of consider- 
able importance, and some of them have 
saved to the Government property of great 
value, which, but for their labors, ;pwould 
have been taken and held by thieves. 
If the Land Office or the Interior De- 
partment had vigorously supported 
some of them, and made a _ proper 
use of the results of their inquiries, 
land and timber worth some millions of 
dollars, now held by those who gained 
possession of it by fraud, would have been 
reclaimed, but that part of their work 
which has been made effective is of suffi- 
cient importance to prevent a reduction of 
the force by the dismissal of trustworthy 
men if such a reduction can be avoided. 








The justice of Paymaster SreVENSON’s 
request for promotion would seem to be 
conclusively established by the favorable 
reports of three successive boards of ex- 
ainination. There ought to be no doubt 
about it after such an extraordinary 
amount of inquiry and examination. A 
refusal to graut the promotion would work 
injustice to others besides Paymaster 
STEVENSON by blocking the line along the 
whole grade of Paymasters.

The general bill relating to the construc- 
tion of electric railroads in Connecticut 
has at last been passed in the Legislature 
of that State, only 33 votes having 
been cast against it in the House. It 
is reported that seventy companies were 
waiting for an opportunity to apply for 
charters under this bill. Owing to the op- 
position of the steam railroad companies, 
which procared the adoption in the Senate 
of amendments forbidding the trans- 
portation of merchandise on any of the 
proposed roads, or the construction of 
any electric road that should ‘sub- 
stantially parallel” on existing steam 
railroad, unless permission should be ob- 
tained from the Railroad Commissioners 
of the State, it was feared that the bill 
would be killed by a disagreement of 
the Senate and the House. In confer- 
ence, however, there were substituted 
for the objectionable amendments others 
providing that the Superior Court should 
be the authority empowered to permit 
the carrying of merchandise and the 
construction of parallel lines, and in 
this form the bill was passed. An impres- 
sion prevailed that no decisions to which 
the steam railroad companies might object 
could be procured from the Railroad Com- 


missioners.

WHY THE TREASURY DOES NOT GET 
GOLD. 





It is worth while from time to time to 
make a note of the effect of the Sherman 
law of 1890 upon the Treasury receipts 
and the various kinds of money of which 
they are composed. In July, 1890, the last 
month before the Treasury notes of 1890 
came into circulation, 95.4 per cent. of the 
receipts for customs in New-York were 
gold coin or certificates, the remaining 
fraction being silver certificates and United 
States notes or greenbacks. Two years 
later there was less than 14 per cent. of 
gold, 15 per cent. of silver, 28 per cent. of 
greenbacks, and 43 per cent. of Treasury 
notes issued under the Sherman act. In 
April of this year the gold had fallen near- 
ly to 3 per cent., silver 23 per cent., green- 
backs were 41 per cent., and Treasury notes 
were 33 per cent. 

In other words, gold has practically dis- 
appeared, and nearly three-fourths of the 
receipts are in greenbacks, which are re- 
deemable in gold, and Treasury notes, 
which are practically so redeemable, while 
the remainder is made up of silver certiti- 
cates. The return of the silver certificates 
simply adds to the standard dollars owned 
by the Government. They would not come 
in if there were any use for them in the 
general c?reulation of the country. The 
Treasury notesof 1890 are in nearly the 
same case. They also come into the Treas- 
ury only when there is an excess of them 
issued. What the Government is doing, 
therefore, is this: It is buying silver at 
the rate of some $50,000,000 worth a year 
and issuing notes for it payable in gold, 
and these notes are steadily flowing back 
into the Treasury, while no gold is being 
got with which to redeem them. When 
this process began there was $190,000,000 
net gold in the Treasury. When it had 
gone on for one year there was only $121,- 
000,000 net gold in the Treasury. By an- 
other year this was reduced to $110,000,- 
000. To-day there isless than $100,000,- 
000. The end is only a question of time.

Mr. JoHN Boyp THACHER has confided 
to a representative of the New-York 7rib- 
une a more lucid and comprehensive ac- 
count of the system of awards adopted by 
the committee of which he is Chairman 
than has hitherto been vouchsafed to the 
public. After explaining that the fair was 
**divine” in unwser to a question from the 
representative of our esteemed contempor- 
ary, he went on to expound the system of 
awards. “It has been termed,” he ex- 
plained, “the Thacher award system. 
That is an untrue description. It should 
be called the Philadelphia Exposition sys- 
tem, for it was first adopted there. We 
have developed the system. Perhaps it 
should be termed the single-jundge system. 
It substitutes a single judge of the merits 
of articles on exhibition for the jury sys- 
tem * * * QOuraim is to get an expert 
to pass upon each article on exhibition. 
All the bronze medals they will confer will 
be alike, but there will be no first, second, 
or third prizes. The value of the diploma 
will be upon what the expert Says upon the 
article he examines. He will point out its 
excellences.” 

This does not seém to bea bad account 
of the system adopted by the committee of 
which Mr. JounN Boyp THACHER is Chair- 
man. It is asystem thatis so distasteful 
to the exhibitors thatit has driven away 
one class of them and displeased all other 
classes. It has alsoso affected the repre- 
sentatives of foreign Governments that 
some of them have threatened to withdraw 
all their exhibits from competition in case 
itis put into operation. It pleases nobody 
except its author, who now seems to dis- 
avow its authorship. In regard to this dis- 
claimer we may cite with confidence 
the testimony of all the various exhibitors 
and representatives of exhibitors who 
went to see Mr. JoHN Boyrp THACHER 
during the Winter, beseeching him to mod- 
ify his absurd scheme. To them Mr. JoHN 
Boyp THACHER pointed with pride to the 
originality of his scheme and made no 
scruple whatever of avowing himself its 
author. 
lutely alone in his estimate of its merits, 
he disclaims the originality upon which he 
had previously insisted. 

However that may be, it is absolutely 
certain that the system of awards adopted 
at Chicago is not thesystem of awards 
adopted at Philadelphia, nor anything that 
bears a colorable resemblance toit. The 
novelties of the Philadelphia system were 
clearly pointed out in the report of the 
British Commissioner. According to him 
they consisted in *‘(1) a uniform instead of 
a graduated system of medals and diplo- 
mas; (2) marking the different degrees of 
merit by the wording of the judges’ reports; 
and (3) committing the adjudications toa 


Now that it appears he is abso- 





few judges instead of a number of jurors.” 


In all this there is not a trace of the “‘sin- 
gle-judge system ” which, in spite of Mr. 
Joun Boyp THACHER, we must really in- 
sist upon fastening on him. At Philadel- 
phia thé classification of exhibits was into 
twenty-eight groups and there were two 
hundred judges, half American and half 
foreign. The awards in each group were 
made by the Centennial Commission upon 
the reports of the judges, but the judges in 
each group divided the work according to 
their own discretion and the report made 
to the commission was in every case the re- 
port of the body of judges. In all this 
there is no traceable resemblance to the 
single-judge system of Chicago, with which 
nobody is satisfied except Mr. Joun Boyp 
THACHER, whose satisfaction with a sys- 
tem which satisfies nobody else would be 
strong presumptive evidence of paternity, 
even if direct evidence were not attain- 
able. 

In spite of the novelties in the plan of 
awards adopted at Philadelphia, it com- 
mended itself to all the representatives of 
foreign Governments and to all exhibitors 
as soon as it was explained to them. That 
is one of the striking differences between it 
and the system adopted at,Chicago, with 
which the more exhibitors and representa- 
tives of foreign Governments are ac- 
quainted the more they are disgusted. An 
explanation of this difference which seems 
plausible may be found in the facts that 
the Chief of the Bureau of Awards at Phil- 
adelphia was Gen. Francis A. WALKER 
and that the Chief of the Bureauof Awards 
at Chicago is Mr. JOHN Boyp THACHER. 
We shall recurto Mr, THACHER and his 
system of awards.

THE BANK OF DEPOSIT. 


During the recent stringency in the mon- 
ey market the New-York banks have 
been entirely unaffected. On Monday 
the first instance of weakness was devel- 
oped. It was that of asmall bank formed 
a few years ago, not a member of the 
Clearing House Association, with a lim- 
ited line of local deposits and a still 
smaller business with banks out of the 
city, which it has apparently sought to ex- 
tend. Thereis not yet enough known of 
the details of the bank’s suspension to 
warrant very definite comment. The ex- 
planation of those engaged in the bank it- 
self is, in brief, the lack-of ‘‘quick assets.” 

There seems to have been some connec- 
tion between some of the managers of 
the failed bank and the notorious finan- 
cier of Chicago, Mr. Zimri DwiGGins. He 
is reported to have been in negotiation 
for the control of the bank, in order 
to make of it the New-York link in his 
amazing chain of enterprises, but these 
negotiations never came toanything. It is 
also stated that the bank held a consider- 
able lot of DwiGeuns’s bonds, as collateral 


‘for loans, but these seem to have been 


guaranteed by the President of the bank, 
who is believed to be responsible. Ob- 
viously there is no especial significance in 
the failure of his bank, and its announce- 


,ment has had no effect in financial circles. 


A bank run on the methods adopted 
by the Bank of Deposit tends constant- 
ly to stimulate the expansion of credit 
and to intensify the difficulties that fol- 
low the contraction that is bound to 
come. It is a recognized fact that all 
banks, even the most conservative, are 
subject to the temptation to continue the 
expansion of loans when money is plenty 
beyond the time when a check should be 
administered, and the further this process 
goes on after that time the worse is bound 
to be the reaction. The disappearance of 
an institution like the Bank of Deposit is, 
at such a time, not only inevitable but on 
the whole desirable. If that were not the 
case, the Clearing House Committee would 
not have taken the course thatit did. The 
common interest of all sound banks to sus- 
tain one of their own number in temporary 
difficulties is obvious enough and always 
prevails. The interest of the banks and of 
the community generally in the case of an 
unsound bank is exactly the reverse. 

It may be well to add at this time that 
the “ stringency inthe money market” is 
being a little overworked. It forms a con- 
venient plea in some instances to cover 
mismanagement or recklessness, or worse. 
As a matter of fact it is the general agree- 
ment just now that there is no serious lack 
of money for those whose credit is deserv- 
edly good. The restriction of credit for 
those who cannot supply sufficient ground 
for credit is not a general misfortune. It 
tends to prevent worse consequences in the 
future. 


CONGRESSIONAL PREDICTIONS, 

* About this time look out” for imposing 
statements of what is to be done by Con- 
gress with reference to the currency and tax- 
ation. There are several good “reasons for 
expecting a considerable crop of this sort. 
People are very much interested in the sub- 
ject. The dull season for news is upon us, 
and there is not much else likely to prove 
as interesting to talk about. Congress is 
some months distant in the future, and 
prediction is safe. To all of which add the 
temptation for certain journalists to dis- 
eredit either the party in power or the 
President by confidently prophesying 
things which would be unwise or unpopular, 
and which no one can very readily dis- 
prove, since they are only prophecies, 

The Republican press has recently in- 
dulged in this speculative kind of politics 
with much zest. They have, of course, 
** gone short” on Mr. CLEVELAND, and it is 
very much to their interest to set afloat 
any rumors that will tend to profitable 
transactions for them when the next set- 
tling day comes around. Their favorite 
trick in this direction is the story that Mr. 
CLEVELAND is arranging with the majority 
in the néxt Congress to repeal the Sher- 
man silver law of 1890, while he, in re- 
turn, shall withhold his veto from a law 
repealing the tax on the circulation of 
State banks. 

The combination suggested has the pe- 
culiar quality of suiting none of those who 
may be supposed to have opinions with ref- 
erence to the propositions involved in it. 
The free-silver men are in pursuit of an ob 
ject which free State banking would not 
secure them. The party of free silver is 
made up of two portions. One, the larger, 





but much the less influential, are those 





smaller, but the more active and more 
deeply interested, are those directly:or in- 
directly interested in the production of sil- 
ver. The latter would obviously lose 
everything and gain nothing by the com- 
bination. Their position is too plain to re- 
quire discussion. Butitis clear that any 
plan to which they do not give their hearty 
support would have little value as a com- 
promise with the party of which they fur- 
nish the leadership, the brains, and the 
sustained energy. 

The cheap-money men, or inflationists, 
who are more honest and less astute than 
the mine owners and their clique, would 
find little to attract them in the free State 
bank plan, because the currency issued 
under it would not be legal tender, and 
that is indispensable to what they consider 
a good currency. Doubtless a certain part 
of the State bank notes would be “ cheap ” 
enough—that is, they would promptly fall 
below par—and the more there were of this 
sort the cheaper they would become. But 
they would not help the “ debtor class,” 
because they would not pay debts at their 
nominal value, and that is the one purpose 
for which this particular party values 
cheap money. Probably there would be 
some support among those whom we may 
callinflationists for this scheme, because 
many of them are still imbued with the 
old idea of State rights, but the great 
body of the inflationists would not take to 
the State bank notes atall. In other words, 
one party to this alleged compromise would 
find no attraction in it, 

The other party to the compromise is to 
be made up of the believers in honest 
money, who want the Sherman law re- 
pealed because it is a great waste of the 
taxpayers’ substance and because it threat- 
ens to break down the uniform and stable 
value of-all kinds of Government currency. 
What would they be likely to think of the 
repeal of the tax on State bank circulation? 
They woald utterly oppose it, because it 
woald introduce into domestic exchanges 
—and they are far more important than the 
foreign trade of the country—hopeless con- 
fusion and weakness that would be all the 
more mischievous because it could not be 
located or limited in time. Even if every 
man in the next Congress who is inclined 
to free silver were to vote for the repeal of 
the Sherman act on an agreement to repeal 
the State bank tax, there is no reason to 
believe that the agreement could be car- 
ried out. With this plain statement of 
facts regarding the practicability of the 
alleged compromise, we leave the prophets 
to their rather unprofitable occupation. 
Three months from now they will have 
forgotten their own predictions, and by 
that time possible Congressional! action 
will be in a shape for rational discussion. 


FOR IMPROVEMENTS AT QUARANTINE. 


The commission created in 1888 for the 
purpose of improving the appliances at the 
Quarantine station and putting it in a 
more effective condition held a meeting 
yesterday, and proposes to go to work and 
spend the liberal appropriation of $175,- 
000 and more allowed by the Legislature 
at the late session. This commission con- 
sists of the Mayors of New-York and Brook- 
lyn, the State Engineer and Surveyor, the 
Quarantine Commissioners, and the Health 
Officer of this port. What it has done in 
the last five years to justify its existence 
is not altogether clear, but when it was 
created by a clause in the Supply bill of 
1888 over $200,000 was appropriated for 
various specified purposes to be expended 
under its direction. The following year 
nearly $150,000 more was appropriated 
for continuing the work, and in 1890 an 
unexpended balance of $18,459.23 was re- 
appropriated and an additionai appropria- 
tion of $50,000 was made for “ finish- 
ing” it. 

No special appropriation for this com- 
mission was made in 1891 or 1892, but not- 
withstanding the work laid out for it, and 
presumably carried on during the three 
years preceding at a cost of nearly $425,- 
000, the Quarantine establishment was 
found in a deplorably defective condition 
when an emergency came upon it last year. 
The commission was required by the law of 
1888 to make a detailed statement of its 
proceedings and expenditures to the Legis- 
lature, and there may be on record some- 
where an account of what it has done, but 
the results have not been conspicuous in 
improvements at the Quarantine station. 
It is to be hoped that a good use will be 
made of its new supply of funds, which are 
to be devoted mainly to enlarging the ac- 
commodations on Hoffman Island and im- 
proving the appliances and methods of dis- 
infecting ships. 





THE INFANTA AND SOCIETY. 


No feeling heart will withhold its meed 
of sympathy from the women of New-York 
society who have been for three or four 
days struggling with the mysteries of 
Spanish Court etiquette, and whose strug- 
gles have straggled into the public prints. 
It is not known who is instructing them in 
these intricacies, which are many and 
various. That which is reported to weigh 
most upon their spirits is the approved 
method of backing before Spanish royalty. 
To a woman incunibered with a train, and 
condemned to back down or up a flight of 
stairs, this difficulty presents an interesting 
exercise in calisthenics. It isquite out of 
the question that all the women who 
are going to the ball should surmount 
it successfully, and even if tbey should, 
this is only one of many points of Span- 
ish Court etiquette their struggles with 
which are likely to amuse the Infanta, 
who has several times sinceshe arrived upon 
these shores betrayed a sense of humor 
which she will have some difficulty in con- 
cealing when society undertakes to treat 
her as she would be treated at home. 

The curious point about all this futile 
training is that it is as superfluous as it is 
futile. The Spanish Government has al- 
ready shown its faith in the good-will of 
the American people by waiving, in effect, 
the ceremonial of Madrid and leaving the 
American people at liberty to entertain the 
Infanta in the American way. It is not the 
way of the Court of Madrid, but it is not 
a bad way inits way. The ball to the In- 
fanta ie to be exclusive, and hence it is 








expected to eclipse the ball to the foreign 
naval officers. That was a most demo- 
cratic and comprehensive function from 
which nobody was excluded who conld 
and would pay $10 for a ticket. It was 
also highly successful, and every New- 
Yorker who attended it must have been 
proud of the appearance and behavior of 
his promiscuous fellow-citizens. Unless 
the projectors of the ball to the Infanta 
abandon their absurd notion of entertain- 
ing her as if she and they were in Spain 
the ball to the Infanta is likely to furnish 
more occasion of satisfaction to the 
satirist than to the patriot. 


(NR AREREES Br SERRES TO mEER ee a 
CONCESSIONS AND COMMISSIONERS. 

A very interesting letter from a corre- 
spondent at Chicago was published in 
Sunday’s Times, entitled “ Annoyances at 
the Fair.” It is mos€ valuable as an ex- 
planation of the state of things which has 
resulted partly from the very great falling 
off in the actual attendance from what 
seemed to be reasonable estimates, and 
partly from the proceedings that threaten 
to increase that falling off. It is not 
very easy to blame the holders of conces- 
sions. They were made to pay very high 
sums for their privileges, in the extrava- 
gant expectation of attendance which they 
shared with the Commissioners. They 
have endeavored to recoup themselves by 
charging exorbitant prices, and this is re- 
sented by visitors and by those who would 
otherwise be visitors, This resentment ex- 
tends to the Commissioners as well as to 
the concessionaires, because it is a resent- 
ment at what seems a license to the holders 
of concessions to plunder the public. If 
the prices of concessions had been fixed at a 
percentage on the receipts, the immediate 
return to the commission would have been 
less, but the advantage to the fair would 
have been far greater. 

There are a good many true things to be 
said about the fair which it would be 
premature to say now, but it is not prema- 
ture to say that the National Commission 
has proved to bea great failure. Up tothe 
time last October when the Local Directory 
handed over the buildings to the National 
Commission, the work had proceeded with 
wonderful celerity and efficiency and with- 
out friction. Since then it has proceeded 
without celerity or efficiency and with lit- 
tle else than friction. If the work of the 
commission had been as well done as that 
of the Directory, the fair would have been 
complete before this. Friction about the 
installation and friction about the awards 
have driven away one important class of 
exhibitors and dissatisfied almost all other 
classes, while since the opening the official 
record of the fair is a record of little else 
than disputes and bickerings, in which the 
lack of knowledge and the lack of tact of the 
Director General and of the Commissioners 
have been highly conspicuous, and which 
are, of course, deeply injurious to the fair. 
The action of the National Commissioners 
yesterday in voting totleave the question of 
Sunday opening to the Directory was sen- 
sible and commendable, but it is an excep- 
tion ‘to the rule in those respects. 

The City of Chicago is the chief sufferer 
by this condition of things, and it is for the 
City of Chicago to devise a remedy for it. 
Any reasonable measure looking to that 
end will be heartily sustained by the coun- 
try at large.

The Missionaries in’ China. 
From the Rochester Herald, May 22. 

Another interesting and serious phase of the 
Chinese difficulty is the probable effect of the 
Geary law on missionary effort in the empire. 
A very large body of missionaries, approxi- 
mating 500,i8 now at work in China With 
commendable enterprise Tur Nkew-YORK TiM&s 
has secured a complete list of the men and 
women who are laboring in the mission fieids of 
China. This shows that the Methodists lead. 
The Presbyterians and Congregationalists fol- 
low closely, and the Baptists, the ipiscopalians, 
and the Dutch Reformed Church also contribute 
a considerable number. All of these denomina- 
tions have expended large sums of money in 
maintaining their missionaries and in getting 
the work of evangelization well under way. To 
abandon China means a great financial loss to 
the churches and utter discouragement to the 
heroie people who have labored so faithfully 
for religion in that distant land. If the feld can 
be held until Congress meets, the churches will 
probably make an organized effert for the re- 
peal of the obnoxious law. 





False Reports About Business Firms.

‘the invention and spreading of falsehoods af- 
fecting the credit of individuals” should be con- 


sidered by the District Attorney, with a view to 
the exemplary punishment of the offenders. in 
times like the present, when so much depends 
upon the stabiiity of public confidence in public 
and private credit, there can be few things 
worse than such insidious attacks upon the 
financial standing of persons or institutions by 
reckless or malicious libelers of them. » aE 
There have been enormous losses suffered from 
the deprepiation of speculative and other secu- 
rities, but the country is so rich and prosperous 
that it has stood its losses bravely, and gives 
assurances that, if people do not lose their heads 
and sacrifice their property through their fears, 
it will come out of the present situation with- 
out a chance of going to financial wreck. Even 
to-day there ie no other country whose credit is 
so strong as is that of the United States. 





A New Canadian Customs Order. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 23.—An important cir- 
cular has been issued by the Controller of Cus- 
toms with regard to sealed railway cars in 
transit through Canadain bond from one point 
in the United States to another point in that 
territory. 

Many customa officers at the frontier have 
been in the habit of accepting the American 
customs seals on the cars as sufficient and 
allowing the cars to go through without further 
precaution. 

The new order requires that atthe port of 
entry Canadian custoins seals must be also at- 
tached to the car, and places the care com- 
yletely under the Canadian customs laws dur- 
fag their transit through Canada.

The Italian Admiral Inspects the Military: 
Academy. 


WEsT POINT, May 23.—The officers here, with 
the annual examination and graduating cere- 
monies staring them in the face, are over- 
whelmed with social obligations. Yesterday 
Admiral Magnaghi bronght his flagship Etna 
up here, and announced his arrival by firing 
the salute of twenty-one guns to the American 
colors as 8000 as he dropped anehor. Col 
Ernst, the new commender of the post, by one 
of the mysterious intuitions that prevent army 
or navy officers from being surprised, answered 


the courtesy by a similar salute as soon as the 
echo of the Ktna’s guns had died out among 
the craggy highlands. 

t. John M. Carson, Jr., repaired at once to 
the Italian fiagship and presented to the Ad- 
miral Col. Ernst’s compliments, And when later 
the commandant of the post paid his respects 
aboard the Etna he was honored with a salute 
of eleven guns, the band played “ Hail Colum- 
bia,” and the crew bed? 6 tm to quarters. 

Subsequently when Admiral Magnaghi, accom- 
panied by his Flag Lieutenant and the Captain 
-Of the Etna, came ashore, a Kear Admiral’s 
salute was given him, the cadets were drilled 
before him, and he was conducted through the 
section room, Grant Hall, the library, the 
chapel, the barracka, and shown everything of 
interest by Col. Ernst, who, though hardly set- 
tled in Bis quarters, had prepared an enjoyable 
luncheon for the guests. The Admiral was so 
delighted with West Point that he remained for 
dress parade. 

This morning many of the officers of the post 
Visited the Ftma, and from 2 to 5 o’clock this 
afternoon the Admiral threw the ship open for 
public inspection. At 7:30 o’clock tonight 
Admiral Magnaghi and the officers of the Ktna 
were guests at dinner of the resident officers of 
the mess, the dinner ee by the steward 
of the club being acknowledged one of the most 
elaborate and successful ever given at the 
Point. Admiral Magnaghiis one of the most 
indefatigable officers sent here by a foreign 
power, and expresses his delight over every- 
thing hé has seen, and particularly over the 
warm hospitality of American oflicers. He pro- 
poses to make a detailed report of all he bas 
seen in this country to his Government. He 
expects toraise anchor on Friday, and will 
steam the Etna as far north as New-Hamburg 
and to Poughkeepsie if the depth of water will 
warrant it. 

To-morrow the Spanish officers will pay a 
Visit to the Point under the charge of Lieut 
John J. Brereton of the Twenty-fourth lnfantry. 

On Baturday the Infanta Eulalie is expected. 
Next week the annual examinations will begin. 


A HEAVY FREIGHT TRAIN WRECKED, 


The Accident Was Probably Due to a 
Strike of Railroad Telegraphers. 


CHICAGO, May 23.—The threatened strike of 
telegraphers on the Chicago and Northwestern 
Road occurred this morning at 40’clock. At 
6:15 o’elock a disastrous wreck followed,’ in- 
volving many thousand dollars worth o? prop- 
erty and causing a blockade of the entire Mil- 
waukee division of the road. 

It was just at 4 o’clook when all the operators 
north of Evanston, as by one impulse, failed 
to answer the call on their instruments from 
the train dispatcher’s office. Scarcely had the 
officers been notified, and they in turn had or- 
dered the utmost caution to moving trains, 
when the acoldeat occurred. 

A heavy freight train composed of twenty 
cars of hay and beer for Chicago reached North 
Evanston, and, though the switch signals were 
properly set, struck an open switch and left the 
rails, the cara piling up on each other, com- 
pletely blocking all the tracks. The engineer 
and fireman of the train saved themselves b 
jumping. Up to noon all the trafic above Nort 
Evanston had to be transferred. Hundreds of 
suburbanites aud many through passengers 
from Green Bay and intervening points were 
delayed and put to the inconvenience of walk- 
= through the rain to the transfer coaches.

THE SEA OLIFF POISONING OASE. 


Hearing on Mrs. Cooney’s Charges Begun 
at Long Island City. 


Lone Is.anp City, May 23.—The case of Mrs. 
Martha Da Bois of Sea Clif and her seventeen- 
year-old granddaughter, Lillian Treadwell, 
charged by Margaret Cooney, a former em- 
ploye, with having given her poisoned coffee in 
July last, came up before Justices Noble, in the 
Long Island City Police Court to-day. 

Mrs. Cooney, whom many believe to be men- 
tally unsound, was voluble in the extreme, and 
broke into a rambling harangue against Mrs. 
Du Bois and Mise Treadwell, which her lawyer 
at times found it difficult to cheok. 

She testitied that on July 11 Miss Treadwell 
came to her with a kettle of warm coffee with 
Mrs. Du Bois’s compliments. Going on from 
this point, the witness said: 

‘Me boy Tommy drank some of it at wanst 
and began to holler, ‘Oh, mammer! I'm kilt; 
good-bye, mammer; I’m a-dyin’.” 

“I told him to g’wan out an’ play, never sus- 
pectin’ me family an’ me was bein’ poisoned. 
Then Tommy was all doubled up with cramps 
an’ vomitin’ up botied blood. Oh! it was ter- 
rivie, and all the time I never suspected.” 

but Tommy didn’t die. Several hours after- 
ward Dr. Burns of Sea Cliff! was summoned, 
Mrs. Cooney testified, and succeeded in getting 
Tommy out of the knots which she avers he was 
“all tied ap in.” 

She testified that she subsequently heard a 
Mrs. Doncourt upbraid Mrs, Du Bols for sendin 
the poisoned coffee. She heard it, she said, 
while listeuing at Mrs. Du Bois’s door. 

__ Prof. Coakley of the De Milt Dispensary, 
New-York, testified that agiass jar of coffee 
was submitted to him for analysis on May 8 
this year, and he found it fullof the chea 
grade of commerolal arsenic known fs “ Roug 
on Rats.” 

Mrs. Cooney’s former attorney, George Stod- 
dard, teatitied that he was her lawyer from 
July 11 to Sept. 7,and that in all that time his 
client had not mentioned the poisoned coffee to 
him nor hersuspicions against Mrs. Du Bois, 
but had urged him to bring suite of various 
kinds against Mrs. Du Bois. 

Bhe had called upon him at least fifty times 
in that interval,amd had asked him ali about 
seteome and their action. On Sept. 7 he had 

ropped the case after making some investigza- 
tions. His reasons fordropping the case and 
his investigations he did not think it profes- 
sional to divulge, as it mightinjure his clieut’s 
interests. 

May 8, the date of the analysie of the coffee, 
was ten months after the alleged offense. Mrs. 
Du Bois and Miss Treadwell were astounded 
when the charge was made against them. They 
aflirm with emphasis that they have always be- 
friended Mrs. Cooney, whose destitute condition 

as appealed to them. They declare that they 

et her live for many months in their barn, 
whore they fitted up rooms for her. 

They regard the charges as trumped up out of 
revenge, because they were finally compelled to 
dispossess Mrs. Cooney from the barn because 
of her uncleanly conditicen. 

The hearing was adjourned this afternoon 
until Saturday. 


A PUBLISHER MISSING. 


John A. Taylor Disappeared a Week Ago 





—No Trace of Him Found. 


John A. Taylor, well known as a publisher in 
this city and Toronto, Canada, has disappeared 
in a mysterious manner, leaving no clue as to 
wheré he has gone.

DENIALS FROM THE ASYLUM. 


‘Kings County Charities Commissioners 
Look Into the Adair Case. 


The Kings County Commissioners of Charities 
and Corrections yesterday began their investi- 
gation into the circumstances of the death of 
Mrs. Martha Adair, which ocourred at the in- 
sane asylum at Flatbush ou April 27. Mrs. 
Adair was cighty-nine years of age. 

Dr. Francis M. Phillips, one of the assistant 
physicians at the asylum, gave a certificate 
stating that death was due to old age. The 
children were not satisfied with this explana- 
tion of the cause of their mother’s decease, and 
called the attention of the Coroner to the case, 
declaring their belief that Mra. Adair had been 
beaten to death by her attendant, Klien Riley, 
or by some of the other patients. 

Coroner Creamer held an inquost and dis- 
covered that several of Mrs. Adair’s ribs were 
broken and that there were numerous bruises 
on her head and body, The Coroner's jury 
rendered a verdict censuring the officials of the 
Flatbush asylum for culpable negligence. 

,The Superintendent of the asylum set up that 
Mrs. Adair, who was a“ violent” patient, had 
received her injuries by throwing herself out of 
her bed, which was a foot and a half above the 
floor. It was alleged that Mra. Adair had fre- 


quently tossed herself out of bed, and had often 
thrown herself violently against walls, chaira, 
and other furniture. 

The investigation yesterday threw no light on 
the manner of Mrs. Adair's death The exam- 
ination Was conducted by the full Beard of 
Commissioners of Charities—B. F. Gott, Francis 
Nolan, and George H. Murphy. The relatives 
of Mrs. Adair persisted in their statements that 
the old lady had been beaten. The asylum au- 
thorities one and all declared that she had not 
eee pene, but had inflieted on herself all her 

urles, 
uperintendent Sylvester testified that when 
Mrs. Adair tirst came to the asylum she was a 
comparatively quiet patient, but after a while 
yaad violent and developed a tendency to self- 
estruction. She would throw herself out of 
bed or against the walls or furniture. 

“IT saw Mrs. Adair oocasionally,” said Dr. Syl- 
vester, “but there was nothing about her 
which particularly attracted my attention. I 
noticed marks on her face once, but was told 
they were the result of her ewn violence. The 
last time I saw her was a few days before her 
death. She was in bed, and there were eon- 
tusions on her face and chest. I did not make 
any special examination of her,asI did not 
think it was necessary. 

“T have not finished my investigation,” con- 
tinued the Superintendent, “but as far as I 
have gone I do not know of any abuse of the 
woman.” 

Victor Clarke, grandson of Mrs. Adair, asked 
& question of the Superintendent. 

** Did you ever hear of patients in the asylum 
being taken up by the heels and the head, 
shaken up and down, and then thrown to the 
floor!” he inquired. 

‘IT never heard of anything of the kind,” re- 
plied Dr. Sylvester. 

Dr. Phillips, who gave the certificate of death 
from old age, testified that Mrs. Adair was 
feeble, excitable, and restless, She eut her 
hand by jamming it throughapane of glass, 
and frequently inflicted wounds on herself. ‘I 
examined her body before she died,” said Dr. 
Phillips, “‘and although there were discolora- 
tions there were not the ordinary signs of 
fractured ribs. I pressed parts of her body 
lightly, but she did not complain of pain. None 
of her relatives ever complained to me.” 

Ellen Riley, the attendant, swore that she had 
never treated Mrs. Adair other than in a kindly 
manner, and had often saved her from inflicting 
injuries on herself. ‘“‘I never use violence on 
the patients,” she said, sweetly. “ This old lady 
never complained to me of being abused, but al- 
ways said she had a pain somewhere.” 

ra. Clarke, the married daughter of Mrs. 
Adair, was puton the stand, and repeated the 
story published in Tuk New-York Times on 
Monday morning. Mrs. Clarke said that when 
she visited Mrs. Adair at the asylum about a 
month before her death, Mrs. Adair complained 
that she had received aterrible beating at the 
hands of Ellen Riley. 

“I have been almost killed since you were 
here,” said Mrs. Adair. “That Riley woman 
knocked me down and jumped on me.”’ 

Mrs. Adair told Mrs. arke she had been 
robbed of her clothes. She was then wearing a 
ragged wrapper. Ellen Riley breught in two of 
Mrs. Adair’s dresses, shook her fistin the old 
ners face and eaid, ‘‘ Oh, Pll fix you when she 

a gone.’ 
wo weeks before her death Mrs. Adair wept 
and said to Mra. Clarke, ** Piease take me away 
from here. They will kill me.”

THE INVESTIGATION BEGUN, 


Excitement Caused in the Custom House 





by the Advent of the Commissioners. 


The investigation into the business methods 
prevailing in the New-York Custom House was 
informally started yesterday. The practical 
beginning, however, will be made to-day. All 
of the Commissioners were at the Custom 
House yesterday morning at 9 o’clook, the hour 
set for their formal organization. Ex-Congress- 
man Poindexter Dunn put his latch key in the 
leck of the Deputy Collector’s room at 8:45 
o’elock. Ex-Collector Daniel Magone gave the 
lock a twist five minutes later, and ex-Seoretary 


of the Treasury Charles 8. Fairchild walked 
briskly up, watch in hand, at precisely 9 
e’clook. 6 gave three knooks and was ad- 
mitted. 

The fourth member of the commission, Law- 
yer Wallace MacFarlane, who was added on 
Monday, and who is to do all the routine work 
whieh otherwise would have fallen to Mr. Fair- 
child, arrived soon after the appointed hour, 
and then the commission went into a confer- 
ence behind clesed doors. 

Clerks and papera were sent for, books and 
records were fetched from all parts of the 
gloomy old building by trembling Republican 
office holders, and the commission spent several 
hours in laying out work and arranging the de- 
tails of organization, such as getting the docu- 
mentary evidence in shape, looking out fer a 
clerk and a stenographer, making outa list of 
probable witnesses, and the like. 

The Custom House was ina high state of ex- 
citement over the investigation and a crowd of 
oftiee holders eollected in the narrow corridor in 
front of the door of the Deputy Collector's 
room. Other oftice holders tip-toed past by the 
dozen looking at the elosed door in silent awe. 

Col. Montgomery, Chief of the Special Inspec- 
tore, was sent for and vanished behind the door 
with a look of deep interest. He came out smil- 
ing in a few minutes. 

The commission decided that the Deputy Col- 
lector’s room in the Custom House was too 
small and accepted the Collector’s offer of a 
more commodious room in the Barge Office at 
Battery Park. They will meet there to-day at 
10:80 o’elock. 

Commissioner Macl’arlane said at the close of 
yesterday’s meoting that it had not been de- 
cided whether the sessions of the commission 
would be public or not. 


THERMOMETERS HARD PUSHED. 


They Were Kept Busy Yesterday Record- 
ing the Rapid Advance of Summer. 


If yesterday be a presage of what is to come, 
New-York’s summer is destined to be as severe 
in its way as the Winter from which ehe has just 
emerged with one leap into palmleaf fans and 
perspiration. 

At So’olock inthe morning the meroury on 
top of the Equitable Building showed that it 
meant business by registering 69°. Tunis was 
no higher than Monday’s temperature, but there 
were unfortunately just 30° degrees more of 


humidity, the figures being 76° yesterday as 
against 46° on Monday. 

By 10 o’olock the mercury had jumped up to 
76°, which, compared with the temperature at 
the same hour on the 23d of May last yoar, 
beats it by 5°. By noon it stood at 80°, orawi- 
ing up in spite of the temporary cooling effect 
ofafew drops of rain at 1 o’clook, till at 5 
o'clock the thermometer stood at 81°, 5° below 
the warmest 23d of May on record, which eame 
in 1586. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the thunder showers 
which had been banging in the air all day broke 
in a welcome deluge that brought relief to man 
and beast. 

The oause of the whole trouble,so Mr. Dunn 
says, is a storm moving over the centre of the 
country in a northeasterly direction, with a 
high pressure on the South Atlantic coast.

ANTON VON SCHMEZLING: 


Anton von Sohmezling, the Austrian states- 
Man whose oppesition to Metternich inspired 
the rebellion of 1848, and whose authority eub- 
aued it before it became a revolution, died in 
Vienna yesterday. He was eighty-eight years 
of age, and had been ill for four months. He 
was not an active figure in the public affairs of 
the present time, but he was in the popular 
mind the symbolef the reactionary centraliza- 
tion afterthoughts attributed to the Emperor. 
His career was eminently praiseworthy. He 
wasa Deputy in 1846. After the resignation of 
Metternich he was Austria’s representative at 


the preparatery assembly of Frankfort. Then, 
as ms member of the National Assembly, he 
assented to the idea of a German confederacy, 
but insisted that Austria should have the 
supremacy. The Archduke John, Vicar of the 
Empire, appointed him Minister of the Interior. 
fle resigned before Prassian influence, returned 
to Frankfort, and resigned from the Assembly 
when Prussia’s diplomacy triumphed. 

From 1849 te 1851 he was Minister of Justice, 
but he found the reactionary party immoderate, 
and, in the impossibility to restrain it as he had 
restrained the liberal party, he retired from 

ublic life. He became President of the Appel- 

ate Court, but the office of Minister of State 
was aceopted by him in 1860 as a guarantee for 
the liberal concessions made to the people by 
the Emperor. Whenever these concessions 
seemed in peril. von Bohmeziing’s resignation 
wasrumored. He resigued in 1865, returned to 
the Appellate Court, became a life member of 
the highor house of the Reiolisrath in 1867, its 
President in 1871, and finally a venerable poli- 
tician whose biography formed a part of filty 
years of Austriaa history.

Robert M. Field, who died at his home, 139 
East Forty-fifth Street, on Monday, was born in 
Astoria, L. I, eighty-five years ago. When 
fifteen years old he entered the office of Ben- 


jamin Blossom, an old-time shipping merehant 
of thie city. 

When Mr. Field reached his majority he 
was taken into partnership by Mr. Blossom. 
Bhortly afterward he entered business for 
himself. In 1858 Mr. Field was made 
a Trustee of the Bowery Savings Bank, with 
which institution he was connected for thirty 
years. He refused to take the office of Presi- 
dent of the bank on account of his advaneing 

ears, but his advice in the management of the 

enk’s affairs was at all times sought and relied 
“Ree by ite officials. 

@ frequently assumed the duties of the Pres- 
ident when that offielal, Edward Wood. was 
absent, and was the oldest official of the insti- 
tution. For several years he was a Director of 
the Mechanics and Traders’ Bank. 

For the past few years he deveted himself en- 
tirely te his duties as Second Vice President of 
the Bowery Savings Bank. Mr. Field w a 
member of the Church of the Messiah, and one 
of its Trustees. He was its oldestimember, and 
regularly attended its services and took a keen 
interest in all its affairs. 

His wife and three sons and three daughters 
survive him. 

Funeral services will be held at his late home 
on Thursday at 4 o’clock P. M., the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Collyer, pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah, officiating. The burial will be in Green- 
wood Cemetery on Friday. 





THE DUKE DE MORTEMART. 


Anne Victurnien René Roger de Rocheehou- 
art, Duke de Mortemart, former Deputy, son of 
& peer of France, nephew of Prince de Tonnay- 
Charente, a heroof Friedland, head of the Ducal 
branch of the Mortemart family, the origin of 
which is traced to the thirteenth century; head 
of the third branch of the Rochechouart family, 
mémber of the Legion of Honor, died in Paris 
yesterday. He was born near Lyons, Mareh 10, 
1804. At twenty-four years of age he professed 
democratic principles and resigned his com- 
mission of an officer of laneers in the Royal 
Guard. In 1847 he was a Deputy of the KRhéne 
Department, for Villefranche. 

After the revolution of 1848 he was a member 
of tho Constitutional Assembly as a Legitimist. 
After Napoleon’s coup d’état he was a member . 
of the Legislative Corps and a friend of the 
Emperor. uring the Franco-Prussian War he 
was Chief of Staff to the Major General com- 
manding the first army of Paris. At the Na- 
tional Assembly of 1871 he was an extreme 
Legitimist, representing his constituents of 
Rhone, who followed him faithfully in all his 
changes of political opinions. He was the 
euthor of a curious pamphiet on “ L’Impét des 
Boissons.”

SADLIER. 


James A. Sadlier, the well-known Catholic 4 
book publisher, died yesterday at the Hotel 
Metropole of pneumonia. 

Mr. Sadiier was fifty years old. He received 
his education at the Jesuit College in Montreal 


and at the Christian Brothers’ School in this 
city. He intended to enter the rye | of 
Jesus, but the loss of an eye debarred him from 
admission to the order. 

He was a bachelor and was wealthy. Mr. 
Sadlier’s mother survives him. 





OBITUARY NOTE, 


Ezra H. Heyrwoop of Princeton, Mass., known as 
the editor of Word, died Monday, aged sixty. He 
‘was identified with Wendell Phillips in the abolition 
movement, but was a tirm believer in State rights 
aud aid not approve of the war. He was best known 
for his fearless advocacy of free speech and his 
peculiar views of the relations of the sexes, and for 
publishing the latter in pamphiet form and in his 
paper was several times arrested, aud served two 
terms of imprisonment. His last arrest was in 1890, 
when Word was suepended and Mr. Heywood 
sentenced to two years in prison, which he served 
without mitigation. 


MR. LAOHMUND’S CONCERT. 





A New Composer Presents His Music and 
Also His Pupils. 


Carl V. Lachmund is the name of a musio 
teacher who was formerly a resident of Minne- 
apolis and is now a dweller in the metropolis. 
He gave a concert last night in the Madison 
Square Garden Conoert Hall for the purpose of 
introducing two of his pupils and a little of his 
own music. Mr. Lachmund is an earnest and 
industrious musician, but he is likely to be 
forced to learn one of the painful but whole- 
some lessons often given to persons who, hav- 
ing distinguished themselves in some of the 
amaller cities, come to New-York in the hope 
of earning fresh fame. 

New-York is inexorable in matters of art, and 
is absolutely without local pride. Only one 
standard of judgment is applied here—that of 
the world. A man who takes up his residence 
here cannot hope for consideration on that ac- 


count, but must stand as strictly on his merits 
asa visitor from abroad. This, strange ae it 
may seem, cannot be said of any other city in 
the United States. 

Mr. Lachmund’s talents had to be judged last 
night froma setting for tenor volce and or- 
chestra of Richard Watson Gildor’s pretty ;lyrio 
* Fades the Rose” and three movements for 
orchestra called ‘‘ltalian Sketohes.’” The song 

reved to be an unpretentious trifle, neither 
better nor worse than dozens of other lyrics 
which fade quite as quickly as the rose and sat- 
isfy the desire for beauty very much less. The 
orchestral movements were even less agree: 
able, for they were wholly without inspiration 
in either melody or harmony, and the scoring 
was feeble. 

lt would be unjust to criticise the two young 
ladies who played the piano. Both were over- 
burdened with their tasks. Emil Fischer, the 
popular basso, contribute to the pleasant part 
of the evening's entertainment by singing the 
“Madamina” from Mozart’s immortal “ Don 
Giovanni.” Rafael Diaz Albertini played several 
numbers on the violin, and Xaver Bcharwenka 
conducted the orchestra. A Miss Roohl sang 
“Brynhild’s Awakening,” from Reyer’s * 8i- 
gurd.” Itis plain that in the Frenchman’s ver- 
sion the glorious Valkyr rubbed her eyes and 
yawned a good deal before she was wide awake.

OUTSIDERS DO NOT SOARE. 


Independent Type Foundries Not Fright- 
ened at the Trust’s Latest Move. 


The great Type Trust, which was formed by 
parties interested in squeezing the printing 
trade. is not having as plain sailing as was antic- 
ipated. The few foundries who have persisted 
in remaining ont of the trast have interfered 
materially with the prosperity of the combina- 
tion and have again scored a signal victory over 
the combined foundries. 

When the trust was organized all the type 
foundries in the United States were solicited to 
join, but the Manhattan, l'armer, Little & Sons, 
George Bruce & Sons, and Dauchy & Co. of 
New-York; Barnhart Brothers and Spindler of 
Chicago, who owns the largest type foundry in 
the world, and the Keystone Foundry of Phila- 
delphia all refused to join. 

Two members of the firm of Farmer, Little & 
Sons, namely, Messrs. Bently and Little, wanted 


to join the trust, but the Farmers objected; con- 
sequently the firm was dissolved, part goin 
with the trust and part with the outsiders. Au 
the other foundries in the United jStates, twenty- 
four in number, became trust foundries. 

One of the firstacts of the new corporation 
was to show that it intended either to com- 
pol the outside firms to come into the trust or 
Crive them out of business by buyingup the 
entire output of brass for rules made by the 
Bridgeport Brass Company and by Benedict & 
Burnham of New-York for the period of five 
years. 

As these were the only firms that made brass 
rules for printing purposes, it put the firms out- 
side of the combination to great expense and 
anneyance. Whenthey went to either of the 
firms for brass, they were told that they would 
have to buy from the trust or go without. When 
they tried to buy from the agents of the trust 
they found that the price of brass had advanced 
in Many Cases as much as 33 per cent. 

As it required special machinery to manufact- 
ure the brass, it was ditheult to get sar firm to 
take hold of the matter; butthe outside foun- 
dries have now secured a firm to manufacture 
all they can use, and in consequence the 
sees has reduced prices to the old standard 

ain. 

hen the Connors of Centre Street joined the 
trust they were promised the New-York agency, 
but no sooner had their feundry passed into its 
hands than a man named John Palmer came on 
from Chicago and assumed charge of the New- 
York office, where he remained until he was re- 
moved and aan to Europe. 

Following right in the track of Palmer’s ap- 
ointment, repressive measures in the way of 
reeze-outs bogan. When tne Connors’ foundry 

in this city was purchased, the agreement was 
that the Connor brothers should remain in 
charge, but Palmer and De Hart Brown are 
said to have made it so disagreeable for them 
that all four brothers resigned and got out. 
This issaid to have occurred in a number of 
other foundries outside of New-York until it is 
alleged that there is a dearth of good executive 
men in the trust foundries at the present time. 

To fill vacancies it is alleged t offers of 
greatly inereased wages were then made to the 
foremen and best workmen in the foundries out 
side the trust if they weuld take situations 
with the trust. These offers were accepted by 
but one or two persons. 

It is also alleged by the firms outside of the 
combination that many combination workmen 
are applying to them for ee and that 
many are being taken in, as they are running on 
double time, ewing to buyers refusing to buy 
trust type or pay the trust prices. 

When the trust got ready for business it is- 
sued tothe printers what it called a reduced 

vice list on body and plata letter type on which 
t nad no patent. It did not take buyers long 

to see that instead of being reduced the prices 
were increased, as the net price was not as low 
as the former net price had been with the 25 
per cent. diseount prevailing, which had now 
een discontinued. 

At the same time they only allowed a dis- 
count of 5 per cent. on job letter, which had 
re sold at from 25 to 40 per cent. dis- 
coan 

They thought themselves secura on account 
of their patents, but soon found that the out- 
side feundries were attacking their patents and 
sone at the old discount. They then issued a 
new list on the basia of the greater discounts, 
but much of their trade had already passed to 
the outsiders on account of the alleged redaced 
price-liet circular. 

The latest movement of the trust is to con- 
trol the wood type supply. It has purchased 
the entire output of the Hamilton Wood Type 
Company, and has offered to do the same with 
Vandeburgh, Wells & Co. and other ty cut 
ters. This does not frighten the outsiders, as 
there are hundreds of little shops where routers 
are run by individual type cutters who will cut 
type and sell anywhere where they can get 

eir prices. 

A prominent founder said yesterday, ‘‘ If we 
cannot get wood type from the old manufact- 
urers, we will set up the machinery in our 
foundries and cut our own type. We are 
thoroughly independent of the trust now and 
are getting all the brass and other material we 
can handle without going to them. I think that 
a business with so much free competition init 
as type founding cannot support atrust. That 
organization will sooner or later trom inter- 
necine war drop to pieces of its own weight.”

WAY AVOID ‘RECEIVERSHIP 
“QHE NATIONAL BANK OF DEPOSIT 
AWAITS DEPOSITORS' AOTION. 





/ @®nless They Can Agree at the Meeting To-~ 
Day the Business Will Be Closed by the 
Controller of the Currency—Bank Exam- 
iner Kimball in Charge—-President Ran- 
som Hopeful—Difference as to Value of 
Assets—Zimri Dwiggins’s Ambition to 
Have a Bank in New-York. 


Depositors in the National Bank of Deposit, 
whose Directors voted on Monday night to go 
jnto liquidation, will have a meeting at 3:30 

o'clock this afternoon in Room 212 at 203 
Broadway, for the purpose of adopting a plan 
for winding up the affairs of the bank. If they 
can agree and appoint a committee to look after 
their interests, a receivership can be avoided. 
Otherwise, the Controller of the Currency will 
have to appoint somebody to close up the busi- 
mess of the institution. 

Examiner William H. Kimball took charge of 
the bank yesterday morning and found a crowd 
of depositors waiting for information as to the 


“2 | probable fate of the moncy they had intrusted 


to it. , 

They thronged up the steps of the Western 
Union Building to the bank’s oflices on the 
first floor. eager to learn something official as 
to the chances of salvage. 

Halfa dozen notices were tacked up on the 
@oor. One of them was from the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and was to the effect that 
its checkson the bank would be paid at its 
Treasurer's office across the ball. The others 
Were from city banks announcing arrangements 
for looking out for the checks of various firms 
and out-of-town financial institutious. The 
Seaboard National, whose decision not to act 
longer as Clearing House agent for the Bank of 
Deposit led to acrisis in the latter’s afiairs, 
looked after many of the country concerns. 

Thero was little to be told to the depositors in 
@idition to what they had seen in the morning 
newspapers. Mr. Kimball had only a brief 
statement tomake. He had taken eharge of 
the bank, he said, and its collateral appeared to 
be good. How much would be realized upon 
the securities he could not tell. The Directors 
and depositors were considering a plan for har- 
monious action in putting the bank in liquida- 
tion. If it was adopted a receivership would be 
avoided; otherwise the Controller, under the 
jaw, would have to appoint a receiver in afew 
days. 

President Ransom was still hopeful of mak- 
ing a good showing for the stockholders. He 
gaw no reason, he said, why the liquidation 
should not result in paying 115 on the stock. 

* The bank’s collateral] was excellent and he hoped 


that by an arrangement with the depositors 
it conld be disposed of to the best advantace. 
If the depositors appointed a committee to act 
for them some representative of the bank would 
probably be chosen to work with them and 
secure protection for all interests. 

As THE New-York Tres pores. out yester- 
day. the bank’s Directors, in their announce- 
ment of their intention to go out of business, 
exp the belief that the shareholders 
would lose nothing, while the Clearing House 
committee, which examined tke Deposit’s 
assets, simply said that the depositars 
would probably be paid infull. As the bank’s 
eapital was $300,000, there was a margin of 
that amount between the salvage indicated by 
the two statements, not counting the wiping 
out of $60,000 surplus and, perhaps, $15,000 
undivided profits. it appeared yesterday that 
thie differenee was represented by a lotof assets 
as to whose value estimates vary widely. 

The Bank of Deposit had its business scat- 
tered over a wide territory. Much of its collat- 
teral represented Westera loans for which the 
security wight be sll right, but of which noth- 

was known in New-York. Some of its ool- 
lateral had never been heard of by the other 
Danke of this city. For such assets, of course, 
there was no market here when the pinch osme. 
Estimates of its value have to be mere guesses. 
The Directors, by their statement, show that 
they have a zood deal more faith in it than the 
Clearing House committees expressed. The 
difference in opinion, in fact, is represented by 
the capital of the bank. On the basis of assets 
of known value in the New-York market, there 
& juet — enough to meet the claims of the 

re. 


HE NeEw-YORK Times has told how the 
Fumor that Zimri Dwiggins had something to 
do with the Bank of Deposit h to bring 
about its downfall by causing withdrawals of 
deposita. Dwiggins, it was learned yesterday, 
besides operating his marvelously-contrived 
system of Western banks, had a longing eye on 
the Deposit. He}wanted a bank in New-York, 
and he tried to capture the control of President 

som’s. 

He made some arrangement to scoure stock 
from Mr. Ransom, who held alittle over two- 
thirds of ite 3,000 shares. It was not exactly an 
option, Mr. Ransom said yesterday, but an ar- 
Favgement. Whatever it was it came to naught, 
and the enterprising Westerner wus left with- 
out the Deposit’s shares he coveted. That hap- 
pened some time ago. 

Dwiggins, besides operating the Columbia 
Bank in Chicago and controlling the business of 
the elghty-tive little banks be had started in the 
neighboring territory, had a loan and trust com- 

any which issued debentures on the stock of 

be small banks inthechain. The Bank of De- 
it holds about $94,000 of these bonds as col- 
teral for a loan to Dwiggins said to amount 
to $90,000. 
When the Columbia Bank suspended and gen- 
eral attention was calied to the Dwiggins 
scheme of financiering the Directors of the 
Bank of Deposit raised objections to this loan 
and collateral for it. hese objections were 
laid before President Ransom, who met them 
Dy agreeing to guarantec the bank against loss 
on the operation. The exact value of the col- 
lateral no banker wii! attempt to guess. 

Although Mr. Ransom’s financial standing 
‘Was not questioned, something leaked out about 
the Dwiggins loan and caused more or less un- 
easiness about the bank's standing. It also led 
to some withdrawals by depositors. At the 
game time, the general demand for money by 
the country banks led to further reductions in 
the deposits, and news spread that the bank 
washardup. Thetbree causes contributed to 
bring about the lessening of the deposits by 
$300,000 in three weeks. 

It was reported yesterday that the assete of 
the Bank of Deposit were divided as follows: 
Cash and cash accounts, $200,000; commercial 
paper, mostly of merchunts in the op ad and 
drug trades, $500,000; time and call loans se- 
curee by a uariety of collateral, advances on 
msnoufacturers’ stocks, &c., $400,000; a small 
amount secured on real estate andafew ac- 
counts with banks and bankers, the total of 
the last two headings not being imposing. 





ELMIRA NATIONAL FAILS. 


Result of the Financial Troubles of Co}. Rob-' 
inson—Run on a Savings Bank. 


Ev_mira, N. Y., May 23.—The Elmira National 
Bank closed its doors this morning. The failure 
is the resultof the recent financial troubles of 
Col. D. C. Robinson. The Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New-York agreed to advance $750,- 
000 to Col. Robinson. The company, however, 

_~flecided at 5 o’clock last night to render no fur- 
ther assistance to the Colonel, and, as he was a 
large creditor of the Dank, it was deeided by the 
Directors to apply to the Costroller of the 
Currency for the appointment of a reseiver. 

The Bank Examiners )ast week reported the 
bank perfectly solvent in case Col, Rovineon 
paid his obligatiens; if not, the depositors then 
would be paid in full, with a smallloss to the 
stockhoiders. 

The suspension caused a run to be made on 
the Elmira Savings Bank. Hundreds of ex- 
cited depositors crowded around the bank all 
day. The bank kept rigbt on doing business, 
and the depositors will wll be paid in full, All 
amounts under $100 were paid on demand. The 
usual time allowed by law was taken for all de- 
posits over $10v.

REFORMED PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD. 


Comments on the Last Presidential Elec- 
tion—Official Organ of the Synod. 





Shortly after the opening of the session of the 
General Synod of the Reformed Presbyterians 
yesterday, consideration of the report on 
‘Signe of the Times,” offered by the Rev. R, W. 
Chesnut of Marissa, Ill, was resumed. The 
Rev. Samuel Nelson of Philadelphia said that 
he objected to a paragraph in the report which 
called the lags Presidential election one of the 
most corrupt in the history of the country, and 
he added that while he did not propose to be 
understood as posing as a Democrat, he thought 
the facts of the @ase did not bear out the 
assertionsin the report. Other members of the 
Synod spoke in favor of smoothing down some 
of the harsher expressions contained in the re- 
port. The report was modified and was then 
accepted by the Synod. 

It was voted that the next session of the 
General Synod should be held at Coultersville. 
IIL, beginning on the third Wednesday in May, 
1894. 

Elder R. A. Stevenson introduced a resolution 
permitting the use by Reformed Presbyterian 
congregations of the Psalms of King David in 
metre, providing no trouble or dissension should 
thereby be stirred up in the congregations. The 
Rev. Dr. Steele moved to extend the permission 
to the use of “any proper version,’ but Elder 


Kerr, the Rev. David McKinney, and several 
other members of the Synod opposed the amend- 
ment, and Elder Steyenson’s resolution Was car- 


ried. 

Then the Synod took up the case of the Rev. 
John Graham, formerly editor and publisher of 
the Advocate and Ensign, the official paper of 
the Chureh, who had since the last session of 
the General Synod entered the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian Church. Elder &. 
M. Burnette read the report of the committee 
appointed by this General Synod earlierin its 
seseion,showing that the clerk’s manuscript copy 
of the minutes of last year's session, together 
with the printed minutes, was detained by Mr. 
Graham pending the payment of some $144 
claimed to be due. The discussion was long 
and involved, but it finally resulted in a gen- 
eral expression of belief in the honesty of the 
Rey. Mr. Graham and the adoption of a resolu- 
tion, introduced by Elder Stevenson, for the 
appointment of a committee to examine Mr. 
Grakawm’s accounts with the printer of the Ad- 
vocateand Ensign. The committee is to Ray 
any balance which is found to be due to Mr. 
Graham. The management of the Church's 
paper has been reorganized, and itis now ed- 
ited and pubjished under the name of the Advo- 
cate by the Rev. RK. W. Chesnut of Marissa, IlL 
At the evening session the committee ap- 
pointed to devise some proper way of guarding 
the various trust funds of the Churoh reported 
through Elder 8. M. Burnett, as follows: 

“In view of the many questions that arise in 
connection with the subject and the brief time 
at the disposal of the committee, we would 
recommend that, until otherwise directed, the 
Treasurers of the several boards keep current 
fundsein aseparate account im a depository to 
be designated by the several boards; that all 
investments be made subject to the approval of 
each board or of @ committee appointed by the 
same, and that each board report annually to 
the Ganeral Synod the condition and amount of 
the Church funds in their custody, and to this 
end each board shall appoint an auditing com- 
mittee which shall personally inspect each se- 
ourity and report on the same to the board.” 
This report was adopted unanimously by the 
synod. The following standing committees, 
among others, were appointed forthe ensuing 
year:

This does not mean that we 
shonld rush at her, seize her by the hand, turn on 
our heels and rush away, but treat her with the same 
courtesy that should be accorded to any lady, that 
we should advance quietly, bow courteously, not ob- 
scqnuionsly, retreating a step or two in the act of 
bowing, and, turning easily, walk away. 

AS the Ipfanta 18 a lady, she will certainly be on- 
tirely satistied if we treat her as all people of refine- 
ment treat ladies, and the sovereign she represents 
will also be satisfied. All talk of observing Court 
etiquette and forms of royalty in this country are an 
absurdi ty, but I have never heard or read that our 
people of refinement were considerof lacking in true 
courtesy. 

The sound common sense of our people will not 
fail to see thatany attempt to conform to the forms 
vt European Courts would be anu insult to ourselves 
and an acknowledgment that our form of govern- 
ment is a failure.

WAR SHIPS LEAVE THE RIVER. 


Russian, French, and United States Cruis- 


ers Salute and Move Away. 


The Russian ships and the remaining French 
men-of-war sailed down the river yesterday 
morning, and as they steamed out they were 
given three hearty cheers by the sailors of the 
American men-of-war lying in the North River. 
The cruisers made a pretty sight as they 
steamed slowly toward the bay. They went out 
in one-two-three order, their decks crowded 
with men who looked regretfully at the city 
they were leaving behind. 

On Monday Admiral de Iibran of the Aré- 
thuse and Admiral Kaznakoff of the Russian 
fleet called on Admiral Gherardi and informed 
him that they would sail about 11:30 Tuesday 
morning. It was long after that hour yester- 
day, however, before the Dimitri Donskol, 
the Rynda, and the Aréthuse got under way. 

When morning dawned the sallors on the Rus- 
sian ships were busy putting the last touches 
on the ships, getting them ready for sea. They 
worked hard, and by 10 o’clock everything was 
ready except the heaving of the anchors. 

Capt. Zelenoy of the Dimitri Douskoi and Capt. 
Kriiger of the Rynda called on Admiral Gher- 
ardi and said good-bye, thanking him at the 
same time for the hospitalities extended to 


them. The Captains returned to their ships 
shortly before noon, and at noon the anohor of 
the Dimitri Donskoi was lifted from the water. 

The smoke poured from her funnel, and she 
slowly steamed up the river. When just oppo- 
site the Philade)]phia the silence was broken by 
the Dimitri Donskoi, which tired a salute of four- 
teen guns, the salute to a Vice Admiral. At 
One Hundred and Eighth Street the cruiser of 
the Czar turned and moved down the river. 
The Philadelphia's guns spoke fifteen times in 
&@ parting salute. 

Lhe rigging and ratlines of the Russian flag 
ship were black with sailors, and after the 
Philadelphia had finished tiring the sons of the 
Czar gave three hearty cheers, which were 
auswered with a wiil by the tars on the Phila- 
delphia. The band of the Donskol played ‘* The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ and ** The Marseillaise.” 
The Philadelphiws hand responded with *“ The 
Mareeillaise” and the Russian national air. 

Ten minutes after the Dimitri Donskoi moved 
from her anchorage the Rynda followed her up 
the river. The Aréthuse had already raised her 
anchor, but she lay to, to allow the Rynda to 
follow in the wake of ber sister ship. The 
Rynda made the turn at One Hundred and 
Tenth Street and was saluted by the Philadel- 
phia with seven guns, but she replied only with 
cheers from her men. 

The Aréthuse followed the Rynda five min- 
utes later, but she went up to One Hundred and 
Twelfth Street before turning. She saluted the 
Philadelphia, but fired only twelve guna, which 
wore returned by the Amerioan flagship. 

As the departing vessels passed one of the 
cruisers lying atanchor in the river her crew 
gave three cheers, which were'answered by the 
tars ou the ships atanchor. The Nuevo de Ju- 
lio and the three Brazilian vessela and the re- 
maining Italian all cheered the outgoing Kus- 
sians and the Frenchman. 

The Dimitri Donskoi and the Rynda go to Phil- 
adelphia, while the Aréthuse salled for the 
Canary Islands. As soon as the Aréthuse had 
disappeared down the river, the Philadelphia 
left her anchorage off Ninety-sixth Street and 
dropped down the river off Forty-second Street. 
The Newark followed her later. \ The Chicago 
went to the navy yard in the afternoon to be 
fitted out for foreign service; so the fleet is now 
a thing of the past, 

Some of the Kussian sailors had a boisterous 
farewell celebration on Monday night. About 
fifty of them had leave, and when they started 
for their ships some of them were drunk. About 
twenty-five were in a little barroom near the 
float at Eighty-sixth Street, and about the same 
number were on the float, 

They were very drunk and noisy, and the wo- 
man who kept the place appealed to a boatman 
to help her get them out. The waterman en- 
tered the saloon, but he was knooked down 
twice. Tho rest can best be told by the boat- 
man. 

‘“T went down on the wharf,” he sald. “ and 
there wero two officers there. One wae in unil- 
form, but the other, who I think was Capt. 
Zelenoy, was in plain clothes. I[ told the olti- 
cers what was going on, and one of them, the 
Captain, ran up to the saloon, and, just as soon 
as he appeared, the men, though they were 
‘bilin’ drunk, all saluted. 

“One of the sailors was impudent, and Capt. 
Zelenoy knocked him down twice before the 
man would obey orders. Then the other officer 
was sent to the wharf, and he appeared with 
the boatswain, who gave an order to a sailor, 
but the sailor would not mind. The boatswain 
knocked the sailor down with his fist, and then 
the men heeded what was said to them. 

‘*They were al) drunk, and one had a knife. 
The knife was what I was afraidof. He did 
not use it, but it was only after the ugliest ones 
had been disposed of that they obeyed the 
orders given them.”

LEAPED FROM A WINDOW TO DEATH, 


Suicide of Benjamin F. Carver—Ill and In- 
sane in the Hotel Bristol. 


Benjamin F. Carver, a retired merchant, six- 
ty-one years of age, committed suicide shortly 
after 11 o’clook yesterday morning by jumping 
from a fonrth-story window of the Hotel Bristol, 


Fifth Avenue and Forty-second Street, to the 
tiagging of the Forty-second Street area. Hun- 
dreds of persons passing at the time saw the 
white-haired old man make his way out on the 
window sill and leap through nearly eighty 
feet of space to death on the stones below. 

People crowded around the mangled body as 
it lay with the head resting on the lowest of the 
iron steps leading down from the street. The 
shocking sight was quickly covered from the 
curious gaze ofthe rapidly-increasing throng 
and an ambulance call wassent in. The surgeon 
in charge made an examination, but life had 
been extinct for some time. 

Mr. Carver had been ill in his room on the 
fourth floor of the hotel for more than three 
months and suffered very much from heart 
trouble. He was attended constantly by Mrs. 
Carver and two trained nurses. For several 
weeks he had shown signs of insanity and re- 
quired constant watching lest he do harm to 
himself.' Yesterday morning, just before the 
suicide, his wife and both the nurses were witb 
him. He asked to have the window opened 
and then sent the nurses away on various er- 
rands. 

While Mrs. Carver was busying herself about 
the room and had her back turned toward her 
husband, he started for the open window. A 
slight noise caused Mrs. Carver to turn around 
just in time to see her husband plunge down to 
his death. When the nurses returned they 
found her in a faint on the floor. The Coroner 
was notified of the suicide and granted a cer- 
titloate for the removal of the body. 

Mr. Carver was a retired stock broker. He 
was born in Herkimer County, and was a grad- 
uate of Hamilton College. He became a banker 
in Chicago in 1850, and, after doing a prosper- 
ous business there for ten years, came to this 
city and entered the retook brokerage businesa. 
He was a prominent figure in Wall Street until 
feeble health forced his retirement three years 
ago. Among his business associates were Will- 
iam J. Travers, 8. V. French, and Messrs, Van 
Amburg and Atterbury. 

ln social life Mr. Carver had been known as a 
liberal and genial entertainer. He leaves a 
wife, but no children.

Cemmenting upon the report, Dr. Niccolls 
said the minerity did not differ in principle 
from the majority.

The commit- 
tee divided upon the meaning of the word *‘ap- 
peal,” to which he called attention. The ma- 
jority report txed for tbe Assembly the very 
form of the verdict which it was to be asked to 
reach. This the minority thought was not regu- 
lar nor in conformity tolaw. If the majority 
report should be adopted, the Assembly would 
thereby have practically declared itself upon 
the case before the parties had been heard. The 
minority did not deem it proper to prejudge the 
ease and, therefore, refrained from bringing in 
their individual opinions to influence the As- 
sembly.

Some time was occupied in straizhtenipg out 
the parliamentary situation. It was finally de- 
cided to act upon the first resolution of the 
majority report, which was adopted nem. con.

was offered. Mr. Cutoheon of Detroit moved to 
strike out the limitation of time of debate by 
the parties in interest to three hours, but the 
Assembly refused to remove the restriction. 
At this point Prof. Briggs rose as if to address 
the Assembly. Immediately a buzz of comment 
swept over the house, while he and the Moder- 
ator engaged in an animated colloguy upon his 
right to be heard at that time. rof. Briggs 
yielded to Dr. Craig and resumed his seat. 
This was the prelude of an incident that 
created some comment on the floor. The Mod- 
erator said: ; 
“TI would suggest, in the interest of brotherly 
kindness and peace—"’ 
“Say justice!” exclaimed a voice from the 
gallery, which was said to be that of Prof. 
Henry Preserved Smith‘of Oincinnati, whois un- 
der the condemnation of the Cincinnati Presby- 
tery for teachings similar to those of Prof. 
Briggs. 
** You wait,” retorted Moderator Craig, stern- 
ly; ‘‘don’t you put words in my mouth. I 
speak for brotherly kindness and peace, which 
are bigher than justice, for out of them come 
uatice.”’ 
’ The Moderator then said that Prof. Briggs 
had just asked him the privilege of speaking, 
but that he had insisted that the professor had 
no right to speak at that time. Dr. Craig said, 
however, that there would be atime when his 
brother, Prof. Briggs, should speak. 
The Moderator announced that,in accord- 
ance with the Book of Government, the Assem- 
bly would be turned into a Judicial Court of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and, following the rules of 
procedure, called for a reading of the judgment 
notice of appeal, the appeal, and the specifica- 
tions of the errors alleged. 
This was done by Stated Clerk Roberts, the 
reading occupying more than an hour and a 
half, and exhausting all the remainder of the 
afternoon session. The great audience sat more 
quietly throughout the dreary repetition of 
legal forms than they probably would have 
done under the most eloquent sermon. 
The court then adjourned until 2:30 o'clock 
to-morrow afternoon and the General Assembly 
until 9:30 A. M. 





CARE OF THE SOLDIERS. 


Discouraged Unless Several 


Changes Are Made. 


Enlistment 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—The report of the 
Committee on Home Missions was read to the 
Presbyterian General Assembly to-day by the 
Rev. Dr. Loyal T. Grabam of Philadelphia. An 
earnest appeal was made for more contributions 
for this work from Presbyterians of the United 
States. The committee made several recom- 
mendations, the most important being that the 
third Sabbath of February, 1894, be set apart 
for the Sabbath schools as a day of special 
offering for the Home Mission Board; that 
greater caution be used in the distribution of 
the funds of the board, and finally, that more 
money forhome mission work be expended in 
the large cities. 

Ex-Moderator Smith, President of the United 
Christian Commission, organized for work in 
connection with the United States Army, com- 
posed of representatives of the Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Congregational, United Presbyte- 
rian, and Evangelical Reformed Churches, aub- 
mitted a statement. 

It was to the effect that the commission must 
discourage enlistment of the sone of Chris- 
tian families into the army, unless some 
ssfeguards now lacking are thrown about 
them. Gambling in the army is not probibited 
either by law or regulation, and is encouraged 
by the oxample of older officers and _ sol- 
diers; the post canteen affords unrestrictod ep- 
portunity for and inducement to drink; the 
architecture of barracks places Christian 
soldiers at a fearful disadvantage, exposing 
them to the vices and indecencies of irrelicious 
members of the rank and tile; Sunday work 
not called for by any exigwncy is still required by 
the army authorities; the recommendations of 
religious teachers in the army for the benefit of 
soldiers do not receive the approval or con- 
sideration of the authorities—in fact, they are 
discouraged. 

The commission recommended that the army 
orders of Aug. 6 last on this subject be revoked, 
and that chaplains be appointed for every regi- 
ment. The recommendations were approved 
and the report was received. 

Dr. Roberts announced the reception of the 
report of the Board of Directors of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary in reply to the Assembly's in- 
quiry relative to the compactof 1870. With- 
out being read, the report was referred to the 
Committee on Theological Seminaries. 


CHORUS GIRLS NOT PAID, 


Members of the ‘“‘Adonis” Company Were 
Deserted by the Managers. 





The office of Manager Rudolph Aronson at the 
Casino was besieged by chorus girls yesterday 
morning asking foran advance on tle current 
week’s pay for their work in the “‘ Adonis’’ com- 
pany. Mr. Aronson assumed charge of the 
company, which had been given up by Messrs. 
Burbank & Stimson, but did not assume their 
debts, which include many overdue salaries. 
Mr. Aronson said yesterday: ‘I have not 
felt at liberty to talk about the matter until 
now, when I have hired the entire company 
and shall keep it going during the Summer 
season. The girls have been without their pay 
for the past week, but when I hired them this 
morning [ told each ones that I could not bo re- 
sponsible for Burbank «& Stimson’s debts, nor 
could Ladvanece. any money. I[ feel sorry for 
them, but they are fortunate in not losing 
more, and as | have discharged none of them, 
and don’t intend to, they are well satisfied.’’ 

He then said that Messrs. Burbank & Stim- 
son had sold their effects to Klaw & Erlanger 
for $2,000, which they had agreed to turn over 
for salaries, but which they had failed to do, 
and had lefttown. A lawyer left for Pittetield, 
Mass., yesterday and will attach any property 
of theira which he may find to satisfy the claims 
of the girls. 

It is understood that Mr. Dixey lost consider- 
able money with the rest, not having been paid 
his salary. 

Miss Amelia Somerville, who struck last 
week, remains with the company. 





Bodies of Drowned Sailors Recovered. 

The body of Constantino Par, the Spanish 
sailor who fell overboard from the caravel San- 
ta Maria, lying in the Hodson River off Ninety- 
sixth Street, on May 5, and was drowned, float- 
ed to the surface off the landing stage at the 
foot of West Ninety-fifth Street yesterday morn- 
ing. The body was immediately identified, and 
was taken in charge by the comrades of the 
dead sailor on a permit granted by Deputy Cor- 
oper O’ Hare. 

The Captain of the tugboat C. E. Baker found 
the body of a man dressed in « naval uniform 
floating in the North River off the foot of Fifty- 
ninth Street early yesterday worning and 
towed it ashure. 

The body was taken to the Morgue, where it 
was identified as that of a petty officer attachod 
to thejltalian cruiser Etna, who was drowned 
about two weeks ago from «a steam launch 
while on the way from the foot of West Fifty- 
ninth Street to board his vessel. 





Said to be a Shoplifter. 


A richly-dressed and handsome brunette of 
thirty-one yoars, who said she was Miss Laura 
Little of 105 West Ninety-fourth Street, was ar- 
rested yesterday in the store of Stern Brothers, 
in Twenty-third Streot, for shoplifting.

A DAY OF DEADLY TORNADOES 


PEOPLE KILLED AND BUILDINGS 
WRECKED IN SEVERAL STATES. 





In Cleveland a Scaffolding Fell and In- 
jured Four Men—At Other Places in 
that City People Were Killed and Hurt 
—At Findlay the Damage to Property 
Was Severe—In Michigan a Sixty-Mile 
Gale Was Experienced--High Winds and 
Attendant Damage at Louisville. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 23.—A terrific wind- 
storm struck this oity at 9 o’olock this morn- 
ing. A seatfold, blown from its fastenings by 
the high wind, injured four men employed by 
the Cleveland Gaslight and Coke Company.

It had been found necessary to elevate a brick 
chimney on top of the Bradley Block, and for 
this purpose a scaffold had been built up twenty 
feet above the six-story building. Seeing the 
storm coming, the men employed on it ran to 
shelter. The wind was soon upon it, 
and, with a tearing of timbers, the 
whole mass broke loose. It dropped 
straight down the side of the building 
till the second floor was reached. Here it was 
caught by another gust of wind and hurled 
with terrific force toward the gutter, where it 
landed with a orash that could be heard for 
blocks around. 
Twenty men were at work in the gutter. They 
were working hard to get the ditch they had 
just dug covered up so as not to block the sewer 
when the rain fell. The heavy timbers fell in 
their midst. They were all thrown off their 
feet by the concussion, but all but four of their 
number immediately sprang up. The men in- 
jured could not arise. as they were pinned 
down by heavy timbers. 

A portion of the plate department of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill undergoing construction 
gave way to the storm with fatal results. Two 
men were killed instantly, another received 1n- 
juries which will doubtless prove fatal, and sev- 
eral more were badly injured. 

Another casualty was the destruction of a 
two-story frame house at the corner of Doan 
and Superior Streets. It was blown down, and 
Jobn Cole was buried beneath the débris. When 
taken out the man was in a terrible condition, 
and death soon followed after intense suffering. 

FINDLAY, Olio, May 23.—A terrific hurricane 
swept over this city and county this morning, 
and the resultis one desath,a dozen seriously 
injured, and $75,000 worth of property de- 
stroyed. 

The Bell Pottery, an immense institution in 
the northern partof the city, was almost en- 
tirely demolished. The root was taken away 
and the entire third story of the large south 
wing of the main building was totally destroyed, 
the walls being crushed. 

The six kilns were ruined. Two hundred om- 
loyes of the factory were at work in the build- 
ng atthe time, all of whom escaped without 

bodily injury, except Frank Vetters, who was 
caught beneath a falling wall and seriously, 
though not fatally, injured. Flora Cameron, 
an employe in the decorating department, was 
thrown into hysterics from fright and died to- 


night. 

The loss to the pottery will reach $10,000. The 
model factory was unroofed and hundreds of 
oil derricks were blown down. Herbert 
Broome’s house was demolished, as well as 
other houses and adjacent buildings all over the 
county. lt was the wost disastrous storm ever 
known in Northwestern Obio. 

At Celina several houses and many trees were 
blown down. At Fort Recovery the damage to 
property was considerable. 

At Kenton trees 6 inches in diameter were 
tipped off, chimneys overturned, and fences 
blown in all directions. 

At Akron the new shop of the Akron Boller 
Company, 53 by 235 feet, was demolished. 
Loss, $8,000; no insurance. 





BIG BLOW AT LOUISVILLE. 


Some Buildings Demolished and Many 
Unroofed by the Wind. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 23.—Again the wind 
has worked its will upon Louisville. Dwellings 
are ruined, atreets are filled with the wreckage 
of roofs, with broken and uprooted trees, and 
with remnants of walls and twisted wires. No 
lives are known to have been lost, and few of 
the injuries received were serious 

Rain came with last midnight, but people 
slept peacefully until just beforedawn. At 4 
o’clock belated ones saw a low, black cloud, 
with greenish fringe, sweeping up swiftly from 
the southwest. 

The blow struck the southern part of the city 
first, marking its de#ructive force first on the 
Louisville and Nashville roundhouse. The cen- 
tre of the city suffered little, save by chimneys 
blowing down and trees being uprooted. The 
full force of the wind struck the square bounded 
by Campbell, Hancock, Broadway, and Groen 
Streets,and here the principal damage was 
done. 

When the storm struck this oity, eight work- 
men, under the charge of James Dadigan, night 
foreman at the Louisville and Nashville round- 
house, were busy about the engineer. The roof 
was lifted from its fastenings, and wher the 
lull came dropped squarely upon the structure. 
The walls stood the pressure, but the roof was 


crushed in. Heavy engines were overturned 
like tops, but the men escaped. As tha roof 
lifted each man dived intothe pit beneath his 
engine, and there lay safe until the storm 
passed. The damage to the building will not 
exceed $5,000. The damage to engines will be 
less than half that amount. 

North of Broadway and south of Main, in the 
squares lying between Hancock and Campbell 
Streets,many people were awakened by the 
roar of the coming storm, and frightened peo- 
ple gathered in the streets and the yards. They 
stood for only s few moments, for as the storm 
vurst the air was filled with fiying débris, and 
each ran for his life. 

E. Sbhanks’s dry goods store, at 836 East Mar- 
ket Street, was unroofed and the walls dam- 


aged. 

At J. Heine's grocery, 831 East Market Street, 
the front of the three-stery building wads blewn 
in and the entire building dainaged. 

The reof of the undertaking establishment of 
Jobu Schoenlaub, 837 East Market Street, was 
blewn away, but little damage was done to the 
building. 

The house of Dr. F. C. Embry, 841 East Mar- 
ket Street, was unroofed. 

C. Ziegler’s butcher’s shop, 843 East Market 
Street, was unroofed. 

The roof is also gone from the drug store of 
O. F. Hartlan, Market and Campbell Streets. 

The roof of tho two-story brick house of Dr. 
Sowers, 632 Clay Street, was carried across the 
street. It crashed into the brick cottage of W. 
J. Johnson. The front wall of the cottage caved 
in, and it 1s a complete wreok. 

At 630 Clay Street the roof and south wall of 
the house of J. Kriziese were blown down. 

A brick eottage at 719 Hancock Street was 
wrecked. The roof was blown off and the front 
wall collapsed. It was occupied by several cel- 
ored families. 

The house of W. A. Crosby, 514 Campbell 
Street, was damaged. 

The roof was blown from the house of J. 
Hoffer, 641 East Green Streoct, and the building 
otherwise damaged. 

The chimneys and roof are gone from the 
house of Mra. Jobn Riegel, 603 East Green 
Street. 

Logan Place, the site of the old market house, 
is areminderof Baxter Square in the great 
tornado. Most of the fence is blown down and 
the trees are uprooted. 

In the West End comparatively little damage 
was done, aside from that at the Louleville and 
Nashville roundhouse. Chimneys were biown 
away from Frick’s drug store, Sixth and Chest- 
nut Streets, and the big windows were broken 
at, Culaby’s buteher’s shop, S8ixth Street 
and Broadway.

HEAVY DAMAGE IN INDIANA.

In the castern and southern 
portions of the State the wind blew with great 
force. 

At Jeffersonville many houses were unroofed 

and trees were blown down. Jobn Slem was 
blown over an ombankment and severoly in- 
jured. 
At Elwood the roef of the American Tin Plate 
Works was blown off and the building otherwiss 
damaged. This ie the third time this plant has 
been damaged by storm. 

At Marion the roaster building of the Colum- 
bia Zine Works was blown over; also the smoke- 
stack, which fell om the muin building, esushing 
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the wallsand damaging the machinery. The 
total damaxe will run up into the thousands. 


TORNADO IN MICHIGAN. 


A Sixty-Mile-an-Hour Wind Played Havoc 
with Buildings and Trees. 


DETROIT, May 23.—A terrific windstorm, ac- 
companied by blinding sheets of rain, broke 
over this city this morning. The wind blew sixty 
miles an hour. Many shade trees were blown 
down, and some streets, Cassa Avenue especial- 
ly, Were so thickly strown with broken limbs 
and trunks as to render them almost impass- 
able. 

Great damage was done at Adrian. At Lena- 
wee Junction, five miles east, it amounted to a 
tornado. Two barns were blown down, numer- 
ous orchards were destroyed, and houses were 
lett without chimneys or window glass. Crops 
were leveled. The highways between Adrian 
and Tecumeeh are strewn with trees. 

At Romulus the bullding erected last Summer 
by the Romulus Manufacturing Company was 
blown down and completely ruined; windows 
were broken and trees uprooted throughout the 
village. 

Fruit trees by the score were blown over in 
the vicinity of Dundee, and sidewalks in many 
places were blocked by fallen shade trees. 
Many buildings are reported unroofed in that 
vicinity. 

At Hoily the storm unroofed the Opera House 
and wreoked half adozen stores. Many houses 
were badly damaged. The loss will exceed 
$10,000, 

A terrific cyclone visited Plainfleld, destroy- 
ing many buildings. 

At Stookbridge the storm was severe, leveling 
trees and damaging houses. Reports from the 
surrounding country say that much damage 
was done te farm buildings and barns. 

Waterloo, Dansville, White Oak, and Unadilla 
also suffered.

Tbe Sen- 
ator was a witness in the case brought by Judge 
Alfred B. Beers of Bridgeport, Conn., who seeks 
to recover $10,000 damages from the company, 
be having boon one of the detained passengers 
who were shuffled around the bay, shunted 
from one boat to another, and finally lodged on 
Fire Island. 

The suit of Judge Beers was bogun yesterday 
before Judge Brown in the United States District 
Court. Others ofa similar nature are pending 


It is claimed by Judge Beers that the agent of 
the Hamburg-American Line in London told 
him that the Normannia was to carry no steer- 


4 age passengers. He had inquired particularly 


upon this point after learning that there was 
cholerain Hamburg, and he claims that after 
taking the ship at Southampton he found steer- 
age passengers xboard. He went over in detail 
the siege after reaching Quarantine, aud esti- 
mated that his loss because of being away from 
business for one month was between $8U0 and 


900, 

Mr. Beers is Judge of the City Court in Bridge- 
port. His storyin the main was borne vut by 
all the witnesses heard yesterday— Messrs. 
George H. Fox of Philadelphia, J. M. H. Haw- 
ley of Bridgeport, and Senator McPhersen of 
Jersey City. Each of these said they had as- 
surances that no stecrage passengers were to 
be carried. The Senator said he went so far as 
to otter his ticket to the agent provided be could 
learn the truth. Tho ticket cost him $285. 

Senator McPherson grew quite dramatic 
while he was telling the story of the hardships 
he had undergone. He spoke ina loud, clear 
tone, and onve, wheeling about in his chair and 
gesticulating asif he were making a speceh, he 


said: 

“I would like to make a statement. I regard 
itasmy duty. We were sent to Quarantine by 
order of the Health Officer, and we carried a 
dead body on board from Friday until Sunday, 
when it was removed. We were compelled for 
four days to drink the water that oame from 
the Elbe, and this while lying not ten miles 
from 4,000,000 “1s le said to be the most civil- 
ized in the worl hen, too, there was not an 
ounce of disinfectant ou that ship.” 

The lawyer for the company here objected, 
saying the Health Officer was not under con- 
sideration. 

Senator McPherson said he was not consider- 
ing the Health Officer. He had not ured 
Dr. Jenkins; and nothing sent b Tiends 
through that officer had failed to reach him. He 
had no word of censure for Dr. Jenkins.

MR. REILLY’S DRAMATIO DEATH. 


Valls Lifeless While His Sons Were in a 





Drunken Quarrel. 


James Reilly, aged fifty-one years, of 222

The Aght came to an abrupt termination, and 
the horrified children gathered around in an 
effort to revive their father. 

The psext minute they were placed under 
arrest by a policeman, whom the noise of the 
contiict had brought to the place. Thinking 
that the sons had killed the old man, and unable 
to obtain any explanation from their shrieking 
young stepmother, the officer locked up the 
sons on suspicion of murder. They were ar- 
raigued in the Ewen Street Court. 

Ambulance Surgeon Wood, however, testified 
that James Reilly, Sr, bad died from heart 
disease, and the sons were released.

Btreet, and 40, 41. 43, 45, 54, 55, 5542, 56, 67, 
69, 71, 73, and 79 Mulberry Street. 

Many of these buildings are among those the 
numbers and description of which Tuk New- 
York TrMés printed on Monday. Dr. Roberts 
said that in the future he should make no al- 
lowances of time, but should enforce his sani- 
tary orders at once on their issuanee. 

Dr. Morreau Morris made a very satisfactory 
repert concerning the private institutions 
which receive more or less of the public moneys. 
His only complaint was against the Nursery 
and Child’s Hospital, Loxington Avenue and 
Fiftieth Street, where there wore seven beds 
more than the law allowed.

GERMAN CENTRIST ADDRESS. 





OPPOSITION TO THE ARMY BILL 
UNEXPECTEDLY STRONG. 


Claim that the Country Should Not Be 
Turned Into an Army Camp in Time 
of Peace—The Party Will Favor a

BERLIN, May 23.—The party of the Centre, 
concerning whose position so much doubt has 
been folt, has issued an electoral address. 

In this the Centrists taxe a decided stand 
against the Army bill. They say that the ques- 
tion at issue 13 not the securing of the existence 
of the Fatherland, but whether a military State 
shall be established and Germany transformed 
into an army camp in time of peace, thereby 
stripping the country of those whe ought to 
maintain ite industries. The address goes on to 
state that the Centre Party will oppose the 
Army bill and the amendment supported by 
Freiherr von Hoiningen-Huene, but will vote 
in favor of everything necessary to maintain a 
strong army and an efficient navy, at the same 
time taking into due consideration the question 
of the people’s capacity to stand additional 
financial burdens. ‘ 

In addition to discussing the Army Dill, the 
address announces that a motion will be offered 
by the Centre in favor of permitting the Jesu- 
its to re-enter Germany. It also states that the 
Centre Party is engaged in an earnest struggle 
against the false and unchristian doctrines of 
the Socialists and their so-called liberal legisla- 
tion. The Centre also demands teform in the 
financial administration of the empire. 

The persistent opposition to the Government 
apparent in the Clerical manifesto has delight- 
ed Eugen Richter and his group of Radicals 
who had begun to fear for the consistenoy of 
the Clerical Party’s programme. The manifesto 
is more strongly worded than was desired by 


thé North German Clericals, but they were 
Torced to an extreme position by the South 
German wing of the party. 

The National Zeitung publishes to-day an 
anonymous letter from a person whom it des- 
ignates as ‘‘an old and prominent member of 
the Keichstag.’’ The writer emphasizes the 
necessity of a reconciliation between the Em- 
peror and Prince Bismarck. Such a reconcillia- 
tion, he says, has been prevented by some in- 
comprehensible influence, which ought to be 
counteracted at once. ‘ During the present 
élections,” concludes the letter, “the cry, 
‘Reconcile them!’ might well be repeated by 
men of all parties, in huts and in palaces,”’ 





BERING SEA ARGUMENTS. 


Sir Charles Russell’s Words Irritate the 
American Counsel. 


Paris, May 23.—The Bering Sea Tribunal of 
Arbitration resumed its session to-day. Sir 
Charles Russell took up again the question of 
property in the seals. He arcued that, unless 
the United States owned the individual seals, it 
was absurd to claim property inthe herd. €&ir 
Charles proceeded to read extracts from the 
British stenographie report of the argamentée on 
international law by Mr. J. C. Carter of counsel 
for the United:States, and Sir Charles included 
in the reading the interruptions by the Presi- 
dent, Baron de Courcel, during Mr. Carter’s ad- 
dress, 

Mr. Carter was greatly irritated, and hotly 
argued that his own revised report of his argu- 
ments ought to be quoted, Instead of the British 
report. 

Sir Charles Russell contended that Mr. Carter, 
in admitting that the United States had granted 
to the Indians the right of seal catching, had 
given away the whole legal proposition. In re- 
futing Mr. Carter’s contention that the seal was 
adomestic animal, he quoted the statement 
of Mr. H. W. Elliott, who was sent, in pursuance 
of aspecial act of Congress, to the islands in 
1890 to ascertain the condition of the rook- 
eries, to show that the seal moves with diMoulty 
on shore and easily travels hundreds of miles 
daily at sea; that tho seal does not feed on land 
and is wholly » fish eater. Sir Charlies pointed 
to Mr. Elliott’s estimate that a herd of seal con- 
sumes 6,000,000 tons of tsh annually. 
“If,” asked Sir Charlies, “ the seal is a domestic 
auimal, why is it not branded, as American law 
requires cattle on the prairies to be branded!” 

Sir Charles referred in ironical Janguage to 
the pathetic tone of the American argumeuts on 
the subject of the seals. He also argued tbat 
the dectrine of revertendi as establishing owner- 
ship never applied to migratory animals, and 
he pointed out that the United States did noth- 
ing to promote the return of the seals, like the 
owners of bees, swans, anddoves. Ali efforts to 
domesticate the seal had failed. 

He read the evidence of London and Paris 
furriers to the effect that the sexls from the 
Pribilof Islands, which are Awerican terri- 
tory, commingled and interbred witha the seals 
from the Lomandarski Island, belonging to 
Russia. Sir Charles next argued that all the 
seals did not return to the Pribilof Islands, 
some remaining on the coast of British Colum- 
bia and Alaska. He delivered a sarcastic allu- 
sion to Mr. Carter’s argument about the origin 
of the property in the laws of nature, This al- 
lusion evoked a warm protest from Mr. Carter, 
who said it was a misrepresentation of his ar- 
gument.

MADRID, May 23.—Emilio Castelar, for some 
tine Dictator of Spain and for nearly fifty years 
conspicuous among Spanish republicans, an- 
nounced at a private breakfast Sunday that he 
had retired detinitively from public life.

“Tshallremain arepublican until I die, but 
I shall notact against the monurchy, as | am 
convinced that, for the present, this is the only 
stable and progressive form of government 
possible in Spain. In this conviction is to be 
Tound the reason why I havo asked my friends 
and my party, pow freed from my long politi- 
cal history, to enter loyajly the ranks of the 
Liberals and to do all in- their power to help 
the monarchy. 

“[ hope that the next change in the Ministry 
will bring one of my friends into oltice in order 
that the fusion of republicans and Liberais 
may be sealed and consecrated. I wmysel/, far 
from public affairs, shal! devote the rest of my 
days to the study of history and to literary 
work,”

EXPELLED FROM BRUSSELS. 


A Tumult in the Miners’ International 


Congress. 


BRUSSELS, May 23.—The two French miners, 
Basly and Lamaudin, delegates to the Miners’ 
International Conference, have been expelled 
from Belgium on the ground ®hat they had taken 
& leading part in expelling Belgian miners from 
Northern France in 1892. Both 6f the men deny 
the truth of the charge. 

At the afternoon session ofthe conference it 
Was announced that friends of the accused men 
had started for the Belgian Foreign Office to 
entreat the authorities to rescind the decree. 
Mayor Calvinac, Mayor of Carmaux, protested 
that such a proceeding was degrading, and pro- 
posed to adjourn the conference to France. W. 
Abraham, one of the English delegates, opposed 
the transfor to France, and an agitated discus- 
sion arose over the subject. The tumult be- 
came 80 great several times that it was neces- 
sary to suspend proceedings. Little or no 
business was done, however. 

_At 5o’clock the 12en who had gone tothe 
Foreign Otfice came back with the !nformation 
that the order of expulsion would be main- 
tatned. All pretense of orderliness vanished at 
once. The Frenchmen, awid cheers, hisses, ard 
groans, asserted their determination to leave 
Belgium this evening. After the delegates had 
shouted themselves out, Basly and Lamaudin 
spoke in favor of proceeding with the business 
ofthe congress. Their‘appeais to the French 
delegates were especially strony, and event- 
ually moved those who had been most anxious 
to return to France to vote iu favor of remain- 
ing. The debate on the eight-hour day was re- 
suined, but was adjourned until to-morrow. 

Most of the delegatea went to the station with 
Basly and Lamaudin this evening and eheered 
them as they entered the train for France.

NOT EASILY TERRIFIED, 


The Guarantee and Accident Lloyds Will- 
ing to Meet the Ohio Attorney General. 


CoLtumsus, Ohio, May 23. — Information 
reaches the State officers here from the East to 
the effect that the Guarantee and Accident 
Lloyds of New-York, againet which the Attorney 
General proposes to take action, will maintain 
its side of the fight with vigor. The.company is 
managed.by mon who have had a variety of ex- 
periences with obstreperous public officers, and, 
if the reports are true, itis not to be easily ter- 
rifled. 

Early this month the agents of the various 
insurance companies in this State began to cir- 
culate aletter which was inimiogl to the Guar- 
antee and Accident Lioyds. This letter 
purported to have been written by the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance of Ohio, W. H. Kinder. 
It was written to a Cincinnati insurance com- 
pany, and it stated unequivocally that the 
Guarantee and Accident Lloyds of New-York 
was not authorized to transact business in this 
State. 

“On the contrary.” wrote the Superintendent, 
“TI refused said organization a license last 
year on the ground that our laws did not au- 
thorize the Superintendent of Insurance to issue 
a license to thut olass of organizations to trans- 
act business in this State. Subsequently an ac- 
tion in mandamus was commenced against me 
in the Supreme Court to compel the issuance of 
a license, and the court decided against the 
organization. Any persun acting for said or- 
ganization would be subject to the penalties 
provided in Sections 283, 238, and 289 of the 
Revised Statutes.” 

As soon as the Cincinnati agent of the 
Guarantee and Accident Lioyds saw this paper 
he inserted the following uotice in the city 
papers: 

“Statements by agents of rival companies, or by 
the State Superintendent of Insurance, that we are 
violating auy of the laws of this State are abso- 
lutely untrue. Ifthe State Superintendent doubts 
the legality of our course, we respectfully invite him 
to come and institute a test case immediately. We 
challenge interference." 

The Superintendent of Insurance was appar- 
ently loth to recognize the challenge, but was 
tinelly compelled to accept it, and henooe the 
action of the Attorney Genoral. If the Guar- 
antee and Accident Lloyds is as successful in 
this case as it was inthe Michigan case, the 
Attorney General will undoubtedly lose his 
salt.

An Ambiguous Clause in Artis: Lang’s

THAT COLUMBUS MONUMENT 


FERDINAND W. PEOK SPEAKS IN 
ITS AND HIS OWN DEFENSE, 





The Statue Warmly Declared to Look Like 
Columbus—“ Precisely,” Says Mr. Cragin 
of Chicago—Mr. Cragin Also Has Some- 
thing to Say About the Jealousy of 
“the St. Gaudens” Crowd—Why It Is 
Near the Auditorium Hotel—Sale of Souve- 
nirs Will More Than Pay Its Cost. 


Chicago men who read in THE New-York 
Timrs Monday the story of the Columbus Monu- 
ment which has been erected on the lake front 
in the Windy City arose as one man and de 
clared that the statue “looked like Columbus.” 

According to the story from Chicago, the 
monument which stands at the foot of Congress 
Street does not look. like the discoverer of this 
continent. It is further said that the Chicago 
Directory has failed to furnish guides to point 
out tothe visitor precisely whose image itis 
that has been set up on/the shore of Lake Mich- 
igan. 

Irreverent persons who speak slightingly of 
all things in Chicago have hinted that this 
work of art might be mistaken for a Chicago 
reproduction of Ajax defying a prairie cyclone 
or @ statue of a Chicago pdérk packer hailing 
& street car. 

li was built under a resolution of the Chicago 
Directory which authorized the expenditure of 
$50,000 for it, with the understanding that this 
money was to be repaid from the proceeds of 
the concession for the sale of souvenirs of this 
monument. The question is now raised if this 
can be done, 

A committee, of which Ferdinawd W. Peck 
was Chairman, had charge of the monument 
during its early stages. The members decided 
that a Chicago sculptor was the proper man to 
make it,and Howard Kretschmar was the fortu- 


nate man. This provoked criticism because 
some more eminent sculptor was not allowed to 
exercise his genius. 

Mr. Peok, who was one of the original pro- 
moters of this idea of adorning the lake front 
with something which might at once remind 
the mariners who plow the waves of Lake Micn- 
igan of the bold discoverer and incidentally re- 
main to future generations a symbol that the 
fair in Columbue’s honor was held in that city, 
is the President of the Auditoriam Hotel Asso- 
clation. The monument is placed just east of 
the hotel annex. As Columbus, on his voyage 
‘of discovery, had his eye constantly strained 
into the then unknown West, the statue has 
been made to front in that digection. This gives 
an allegorical touch to the situation, which has 
also its practical side. 

Columbus, as he stands, may be made to em- 
phasize the line, ‘* Westward the star of empire 
takes its way,” or he may be taken as having 
discovered a charm in the annex to the hotel 
which draws him away from the billowy lake. 

According to the irreverent ones, his features 
seem strained and full of unrest, as if troubled 
because he could not come down from his perch 
and enter Mr. Peck’s hotel. 

The value of the statue as an advertisement is 
thus made apparent 

An inoldent of the construction of this monu- 
ment, according to the Chicago dispatch, is that 
it surmounts an artificial elevation, and this 
was made from the excavatings from the annex 
to the hotel Here again the practical is joined 
with the esthetic, for by rearing this mound 
from the excavatings, the necessity of hauling 
away a big pile of dirt was avoided. 

The committee which had charge of this 
monument comprised Mr. Peck, Lyman J. 
Gage, J. W. Elisworth, Charles L. Hutchinson, 
and Ek. B. Butler. Some of these gentlemen, 
notably Mr. Ellsworth, were in favor or allowing 
such sculptors as Mr. 8t. Gaudens and Mr. War- 
ner to compete for the statue. That this was 
not done, it is said, has been one of the causes 
of war between different schools of sculpture 
in Chicago, and while they have been induiging 
in criticisms of the statue, they have also been 
wondering if in any way the projectors wLo are 
responsible for it would get their money back 

Chairman Peok has been iu this city for sev- 
eral days. He was asked by a New-York Times 
reporter about this statue and the alleged pe 
culiar features of the location and construction 
of this monument. 

E. F. Cragin of Chicago, who was the acting 
Chairman of all the committees which went from 

Chicago to Washington when the effert to locate 
the fair was in progress, was with “fr. Peck at 
the time. 

“It looks to mé asif the St. Gaudens crowd 
were having a hearing,” he said. 

- —— is the 8t. Gaudens crowd,” he wae 
asked. 

“There have’ been jealousies between the 
friends of St: Gaudens and of other sculptors 
who have had work to do in connection with 
the fair,” he said. “There are some worshi 
pers of St. Gaudens who can see nothing good ia 
the work of any other soulptor. The statue 
looks like Columbus, and as for the charge that 
the Auditorium Hotel made ansthing out of 
using the excavatings for the hotel annex as a 
foundation for the pedestal. why, a few dollars 
would cover that.” 

‘* Does the statue look like Columbus?’ Mr. 
Cragin was asked. 

*« Precisely—or, that is to say, I suppose it 
does. Ithas been commended very highly by 
competent critics. 

“When it was first unveiled the difference of 
opinion began to come to the surface. An at 
tempt was madeto start a scandal in connec- 
tion with it, and I attributed this to the differ- 
ences between the St. Gaudens worshippers 
and the friends of other sculptors. 

“‘[suppose [ have had more than a hundred 
letters,” said Mr. Peck, “in which the writers 
bave said that the monument was a fine one, 
an ornament to the city, and congratulating me 
thas it had been erected.” 

“Was there competition in selecting a soulp- 
tor?” 

“There was. Four Chic soulptors ‘made 
propositions te us on the subject One of the 
committees came to New-York to consult Mr. St. 
Gaudens on the subject, and was told by the 
sculptor that he could not turnish a bronze 
statue in time. 

“This question of time and the desire on the 
part of some of the committee that it be done 
by a Chicago artist were the considerations on 
which the award was made.”’ 

** Will the corporation get its money back?” 

“From the sale of souvenirs we shall secure 
more than the cost of the monument.”” 

«What about ita relations to the Auditorium 
Hotel!” 

“It stands at the foot of Congress Street, be- 
cause that is the first street starting from the 
heart of the city whichis open through to the 
lake front, and it was desired to put it as near 
the heart of the olty as possible. 

The idea of erecting a Columbus monument 
bad its origin, I think, in a conversation be- 
tween Lyman J. Gage, President of the First 
National Bank, and myself. We agreed thatit 
would be fitting and proper to erect a monu- 
ment which should be lasting—something which 
should stand as a reminder of Columbian 
year long after the buildings had crumbied to e 
dust. The monument is the result. 
An offer was made to the committee by Mr. 
Knott, who is Secretary of the Union League 
Club, to pay $40,000 for the exclusive privilege 
of selling souvenirs of the monument. After- 
ward it was determined that more than $40,000 
could be realized by allowing more than one 
concern to scll souvenira. We shall receive 
more than the costof the monument from these 
souvenirs. 

“There was criticism of the methods of balid- 
ing the monument, of its appearance, and of 
the site selected for it some time ago by one of 
the Chicago newspapers. The others have 
epoken in the highest terms ofit Ido not 
know the motive which prompted the attempt 
to make a seusation out of the matter. 

“That there has been any action by the qom- 
mittee or by any members of it which has not 
been honorable and honest I deny, and [ affirm 
that the World's Fair Directors will not be out 
of pocket one penny because of its constrao- 
tion.’’ 

“Ta the statue a likeness of Columbus ?”’ 
“The letters I have received have told me, in 
many instances, that the statue is a good one, 
and the entire work has received the highest 
kind of praise.”

DULLNESS AND VERY LITTLE 
AOTIVITY IN STOOKS. 





The Pablication of the Richmond Termi- 
nal Plan of Reorganization Providing 
for an Assessment of the Stock Starts 
a Selling Movement, Which Causes a 
Weak Closing—The Bank of Deposit 
Failure Regarded with Complacency— 
Mr. McLeod Out of Boston and Maine. 

New-York, ‘ 
Turspay, May 23—P. M 

While there was very little activity on 
the Stock Exchange to-day, there was 
more than the usual quantity of news. 
Over night the failure of the National 
Bank of Deposit had been announced, but, 
as if was in no sense @ Wall Street bank, 
and was, in fact, of very small conse- 
quence anyway, the closing] of its doors 
did not cause even aripple of excitoment. 
Later on, news that the Elmira National 
Bank of Elmira, N. Y., had suspended 
came, and with it the announcement of a 
couple of mercantile failures in this city, 
but the Street paid little attention to the 
incidents. The retirement of Mr. McLeod 
from the Boston and Maine occurred, as 
had been anticipated. 

The most interesting event of the day 
was the publication of the plan for the re- 
organization of the Richmond Terminal 
system by Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co. 


The plan literally takes the bull by the, 


horns. In the first place it, provides for an 
assessment of $12.50 a share on the Rich- 
mond Terminal common stock. The hold- 
ers of the various securities are told some 
very unwelcome truths. For instance, the 
firm say to the owners of the $70,000,000 
common stock that their holdings have no 
value, actual or prospective, except 
through reorganization. The bondholders 
are also told that the change proposed in 
each instance is al/solutely necessary to 
bring the charges upon the particnlar 
properties concerned within their earning 
capacity. Any one who is not satisfied 
with the plan is given the privilege of 
staying out, notwithstanding the prelimi- 
nary agreement, in which the depositors of 





Terminal securities declared themselves 
in advance satisfied with any arrange- 
ment which Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. might propose. At the same 
time inducements ere offered to the 
bondholders of the different railwaysin the 
system to come into the reorganization. 
Some of them are offered in new secarities 
more than their present market value, 
while others seem to get less. For instance, 
the East Tennesseee ‘improvement and 
equipment bonds and the Richmond and 
Danville 5s are well cared for, while 
others, such as the Georgia Pacific seconds, 
the Mobile and Birmingham 5s, and the 
Memphis and Charleston 6s and 7s are not 
as well provided for. On the whole, how- 
ever, the plan is based on the intrinsic 
merit and earning capacity of the various 
lines, and ought to come as near to giving 
universal satisfaction as any proposition of 
its magnitude could. Several of the first 
mortgage bonds, like the Richmond and 
Danville 6s, all the Virginia Midland is- 
sues, and the East Tennessee divisional is- 
sues, and consolidated 5s, are not touched by 
the plan. Provision is made for a cash 
fund of $23,150,000. This is to be used to 
take up the floating debt and equipment 
notes, amounting to $12,900,000, for new 
construction and equipment to the extent 
of $8,000,000, and for expenses of reorgan- 
ization and other charges $2,250,000. The 
greatest interest naturally attaches to the 
prospective value of the new issues of 
stocks and securities. Estimating that the 
present Richmond Terminal issues are now 
selling on a basis equivalent to their value 
on the new organization, the new pre- 
ferred stock should be worth about 42 and 
the new common stock about 15. Of the 
new bonds $8,000,000 and of the new 
stock $33,333,000 have been underwritten 
at 85 and 15 respectively. 

The day’s speculation was very dull until 
the last hour, when Richmond Terminal 
common became active. A very meagre 
outline of the plan of reorganization was 
sent over the tapes, and traders sold the 
stock frecly because of the proposed as- 
sessment of $12.50 per share. There was 
no support given and the price dropped 
2\, points from the highest, although the 
net loss was only 1142 points. The general 
list weakened in sympathy with the move- 
ment in Richmond Terminal, and the close 
was at about the lowest prices of the day.

HOW A GREAT PROPERTY IS TO 
BE REORGANIZED. 


Drexel, Morgan & Co. Disclose an Elab- 
orate Scheme—A New Company Will Be 
Created and $375,000,000 of New Se- 
curities Will Be Issued—Georgia Cen- 
tral Not Included—Old Richmond Term- 
inal Stock to be Assessed $12.50 Per 
Share—A Voting Trust to Control. 


The fall text of the plan and agreement for 
the reorganization of the Richmond Terminal 
propertios was issued from the office of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. yesterday afternoon, and it was 
received with eager interest by railroad men 
end financiers down town. 

This'’plan provides for the reorganization of 
the Richmond and West Point Terminal Eall- 
way and Warehouse Company, the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad system, and the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia system. Thero 

+ are about 6,000 miles of railway in all The 
Georgia Central is not included, although the 
interest in that syetem will be protected. 

The reorganization will result iu bringing the 
entire 6,000 miles of road under ono new rail- 
way company. Local independence will be pre- 
served to each corporation, however, in matters 
relating to operation and traflio, The fixed 

' charges will be reduced to $6,789,000. The 
capital of the new company is expected to be 
about $20,000 bonds per mile of railroad ownod 
or controlled, $10,000 preferred stock per mile 
of railroad owned or consrolied, and $25,000 
common stock per mile. 

The present fixed charges for interest on 
bonds held by the pubiic, rentals, equipment 
notes, and sinking funds, and interest on float- 
ing debts, receivers’ certificates, &c., amount an- 
ually to about $9,900,000. The entire net 
earnings for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1893, are estimated at $7,000,000, resulting in 
a deficit for the year of $2,900,000.

READING’S FUTURE. 


Should be Stated Frankly and an 


Honest Policy Adopted. 


Facts 


The Reading property is so vast and so inti- 
mately connected with the industries of the 
sections of the country which it serves that its 
growth and development are limited only by 
theirs. But the net profits to be derived from 
the operations of the Reading Road and of ita 
satellite, the Coal and Iron Company, are de- 
pendent upon the honesty and efficiency of its 
management. There are business facts con- 
nected with the recent developments in Read- 
ing’s finances which are so pertinent to the 
future of the property that no general discus- 
sion can dispose of them. 

The collapse of Mr. McLeod’s ambitious 
schemes, which were based, as we know from 
Mr. Rice’s reports, upon so slender a fonunda- 
tion thattheir fall was inevitable, is to blame 
for many of the evils from which our business 
community is to-day suffering. It shares, with 
the unstable condition of our currency, the 
odium of having caused tho existing unfortu- 
nate lack of confidence in financial circles. To 
overcome this there is but one course possible, 
viz., to look the truth boldly in the face, to lay 
bare every fact obtainable, and then with full 
light upon the condition of affairs to proceed to 
reformation and reconstruction. 

The information as to the immediate past of 
the Reading Company promised to be startling 
and instructive enough, whenits progress was 
suddenly interrupted by Mr. Rice’s resignation 
on a radical question of principle. So far as the 
present condition of its finances can be judged, 
itis evident that the receiver’s statement of 
March 13 was incomplete and migleading. It 
pretended to be a statement of ourrent liabili- 
ties and assete, but it failed to include the enor- 
mous liability of over $5,500,000 incurred in 
the Boston and Maine and New-England stock 
speculations, although it is evident that the re- 
ceivers were aware of that Hability, for they 
mentioned the fact that $783,000 of collateral 
trust bonds and $1,544,000 of third preference 
incomes “ were outstanding in connection with” 
those stocks. It is fair to assume that there are 
no other contingent liabilities beyond these, for 
Mr. Rice’s report has covered that ground pret- 
ty effectuaily. 

Itis also learned from the report that of the 
$783,000 collateral trust bonds $350,000 were 
but a few days ago outstanding *‘in connection 
with” the loss on the Boston and Maine stock 
speculation. These bonds, it appears, the man- 
ageinent determined to retire and at the same 
time (or perhaps it was a mere coincidence) to se- 
cure a subscription from Messrs. . H. Prince 
& Co. to the bonds to be issued under the pro- 
posed plan of reorganization. At all events, 
both results were achieved, butonly after rec- 
ognizing as a valid claim against the company 
the eight - hundred - and-forty-thousand-dollar 
loss incurred in the underhand and outrageous 
Boston and Maine speculation and upon pay- 
ment to the brokers.in question of a bonus of 
$186,000, interchangeably known as ‘‘an extra 
commission’ or “the ecost of carrying 
an account.” It wonld seem to  per- 
sons wuninstructed by any explanation of 
the motives of the management that 
this settlement was quite unnecessary, as the 
$350,000 bonds might have been, temporarily 
at least, dispensed with and the subscription to 
the new bonds sought elsewhere on an inde- 
pendent basis. It is evident that 1t was ex- 
tremely incorrect in principle to accept this 
loss and thus ratify the acts and procedure 
which had cuused it; that the payment of ithe 
bonus was etill more unfortunate, extraordi- 
nary, and inexcusable, and that, if nothing else, 
the whole settlement was extremely impolitic, 
even if it is legal, which there is cause to 
doubt. oe 

There may have been good reason for this 
course, but no explanation has been vouch- 
safed. Itis due the public, however, that the 
silence of the management should be broken 
now. First, it should be ascertained whether 
there are any more collateral trust bonds or 
other securities supposed to be necessary to 
be retired in favor of tho plan of adjustment 
now outstanding “in connection with” any 
liability, on stook transactions or otherwise; 4 
second, whether any more subscriptions are 
necessary; and, third, if they are or were, 
whether the promoters of the presont plan and 
the existing management have offered, or intend 
to offer, to others any such uphealthy induce- 
ments as were given to Messrs. F. H. Prince & 
Co. to retire their bonds or secure their sub- 
soription, whichever the case may have been. 


OUT OF BOSTON AND MAINE, 


Mr. McLeod Resigns the Presidency and 


Frank Jones Will Succeed Him. 


Boston, Mass., May 23.—There was just a 
quorum of ten of the seventeen Directors of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad present at the 
meeting to-day. They were Chairman Frank 
Jones and Messrs. Ricker, Sinclair, Sulloway, 
Hunnewell, Hart, White, Sewell, Blood, and 
Reed. Attorney-General Olney could not leave 
Washington. Dr. W. Seward Webb never at- 
tende the Directors’ meetings. Messrs. Hayden, 
Lawrence, and Whitney are jn Chicago, and 
Mr. Pullman did not arrive in Boston as ex- 


pected. 

President McLeod's letter of resignation was 
presented to the meeting. Init he says he ac- 
cepted the oflice of President, representing the 
interest of the Reading Railroad in the Bos- 
ton and Maine, He eays he contemplated traf- 
lio arrangements between the two companies 
which would be mutually advantageous, but, 
since he is not now officially connected with 
the Reading Railroad Company and the Read- 
ing has parted with its holdings of Boston and 
Maine stock, it will be impossible for him to 
carry out his plana. 

The Hon. Frauk Jones will be rechosen Presi- 
dent at the next meeting of the board. 

There is no doubt that the acceptance of the 
resignation of President McLeod means also the 
severing of Vice President W. K. Niven’s con- 
nection with the Boston ani Maine system. Mr. 
Niven was appointed through Mr. MeLeod to 
look out for his interests, and to manage the 
Boston and Maine Koad business, particularly 
in the interesis of the Reading combination, 
and iaterchange of the Western business of 
these roads according to the plan formulated by 
Mr. McLeod last December. 


A TREASURY DECISION. 
WASHINGTON, May 23.—Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin has decided a new point as to the power 
of the Treasury Department to compel a rail- 
road company to receive and carry goods re- 
ceived at the scaboard and destined for interior 
ports under the Immediate Transportation act.

DEDICATED TO OHARITY. 


Buildings on the Mount Minturn Estate 
Receive Episcopal Benediction. 


The buildings erected on the Mount Minturn 
estate by the Sheltering Arms and those 
closely allied societies, the Children’s Fold 
and the Shepherd’s Fold, for the housing and 
care of their ohjects of charity, were dedicated 
yesterday to their work by the Right Rev. H. 
C. Potter, Bishop of New-York. 

The glorious weather drew outa large Dum- 
ber of visitors to witness the ceremonies. They 
were conveyed in a special train to Elmsford, 
where the property is situated, on the line of 
the New-York and Northern Railway, nearly 
midway between Tarrytown and White Plains. 

The dedicatory services commenced at 1 P. 
M. The Bishop in his full vestments, assisted 
by the Rev. Dr. T. M. Peters, President of 
the Sheltering Arms, and the Committee on 
Mount Minturn, the Rev. A. W. Masker, rector 
of Mount Minturn, the Kev. Dr. John 
Petera, the Rev. Dr. Van Kleeck of 
White Plains, and the Rev. Dr. Myrick 
of Sing Sing, walked first to the Overlook 
Cottage, the property of the Shepherd’s Fold, 
and already oceupied by boys to the number of 
fifty. Before the Bishop walked twenty-four 
boys in cassock and surplice, the choir of Dr. 
Petera’s Church of &t. Michael, at Ninety-ninth 
Street and Amsterdam Avenne, singing a series 
of dedicatory hymns. In bis train were the 
‘Trustees of the various societies and several 
notable Episcopal clergymen, such as the Rev. 
Drs. m RK. Huntington, C. B. Smith, 
Thomas P. Hughes, Henry Mottet, L. Henry 
Schwab, Arthur Brooks, Johu F. Steen, and 
Charlies R. Treat. 

On arriving at the door ofthe cottage the 
Bishop knocked three times with a gavel for 
entrance. The door was opened from within, 
and he entered, saying: “ Peace be to this 
house and to all that shall dwell therein.” 

Dr. Peters then, as President, asked the bene- 
diction of the Bisbop, who, after prayer, set 
ee! the house for its purpese in the following 
words: 

“In the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, we set apart this build- 
ing under the name of the Overlook Cottage to 
be a home for children, in which they may be 
faithfully and piously trained both for this life 
and for that which is to come.”

boys of the Sheltering Arms, the rectory, the 
intirmary, and the Holiday House. 

The ceremony at all the cottages was the same 
except the form of words of the dedicatory 
service used in the oases of the infirmary and 
rectory. 

The rectory, where the Bishop was received 
by the Rev. A. W. Masker, the rector, was dedi- 
cated as follows: 

“*In the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, we set apart this house, 
under the nawe of the ‘ Rectory,’ to be the 
dwelling place of the spiritual head of this 
community.” 

The infirmary, which is a reconverted farm- 
house, was set apart in thie way: 

“In the name ef the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, we set apart this build- 
ing under the name of ‘ Bethesda’ to bea ref- 
uge for sick children, in which, through the 
mercy and love of God, their bodies may be 
healed and their seuls saved, that living they 
may be in Christ and dying may be with Him.” 

The services were over by 2:30, and, after 
lunch at the Woodland Home, the large party 
of visitors took their special train back to New- 
York, satisfied that the Mount Minturn prop- 
erty is well equipped for its work.

MARE ISLAND NAVY YARD. 


The Board Detailed to Investigate It 
Ready to Report. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—Capt. Matthews was 
at the Navy Department to-day. He has just 
returned from the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
where he went as a member of a board détailed 
to examine into the condyct of that yard. The 
board was instructed to suggest any changes 
that might improve the administration of that 
distant station, so long the object of conflicting 
report.

A New Wrecking Company. 
TRENTON, N. J., May 23.—The M. Cavanagh 
Wrecking Company, with & capital stock of 
2,000,000, has filed articles of incorporation 
with the Secretary of State and will begin the 
business of raising sunken ships and vessels at 


once. 
Its plan is altogether novel. It utilizes large 


rubber bags which are placed in the hold of the 
sunken vessels by divers. The bags are con- 
nected by hose to automatic air pumps on floats 
above the wrecks. 

Air is forced into these bags, and they ex- 
pand until they fill the entire hold of the vessel, 
excluding all water, which causes the vessel to 
come to the surface. ,

J. Herbert Potts of Jeraey City. he first 
work of the new corporation will be an exhibi- 
tion of its machinery in connection with an 
effort to raise the steamship Oregon, sunken off 
Fire Island.

Maryland.—Wheat, oats, rye, grass, and truck 
generally show heaithy growth; prospects for fruit 
are excellent; tobacoo plants plenuful, and sume 
planting is done. 

Loutetana.—Kice planting and cleaning crops of 
grass and weeds are being pushed; corn is nearly 
laid; oat harvesting is maemo yield good; cot 
ton, Cane, corn, and rice doing well. 

Yexas.—Corn looks splendid; cotton prospects im- 
proved, 

Arkansae.—Weather favurable, and all crops very 
much improved. 

Tennessee.—Conditions favorable; steady advance- 
ment in farm work; crops improving; Colorado 
beetle injuring Irish potatoes,

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Weakness the Leading Feature in Wheat 
and Other Grain Markets. 


CHICAGO, May 23.—An addition of over 2,000,000 
bushels to the amount of wheat on ocean passage 
was reported to-day. Asaresult of this and other 
decidedly bearish news, weakness wag the leading 
feature in wheat and other grain markets. Rain 
continued in France and Germany and the English 
crop outlook was steadily improving. Cables were 
lower with the week's shipments from India, aggre- 
gating 700,000 bushels. There was free liquidation 
and short selling was quite generous, Outside 
orders were scarce and the jocal demand sluggish. 

The buying was mainly by shorts to take profits. 
The Cudahy contingent bought rather freely on the 
decline, but it had little effect on values. The mar- 
ket kept weak until the last few minutes on lower 
stocksand reports of serious financial troubles in 
Lendon. The Bank of England was reported to 
have raised its discount rate to 5 percent. The 
opening was about the same as yesterday's closing, 
and with only elight fluctuations prices declined 7° 
for July and ‘yo for September, then ruled steadier, 


and the closing was about 4,@%o lower for July and 
440 for September than yesterday’s closing. 

In corn the feeling at the startit was imagined 
would be “ bullish” on the cold weather, but the 
strength only lasted fora moment. The market, 
after opening at yesterday's closing prices, soon be- 
gan selling off. The large receipts made holders 
mnore inclined to sell a good deal of “long” prop- 
erty coming out. The fact that many “shorts” 
covered yesterday left the market without much 
support, although there was some heavy buying at 
the start for St. Louls. Good rains were reported 
over the East, where the weather had been hot and 
ad The market, after the opening, gradually fell 
off a full cent, the action of wheat assisting the 
break, and, after rallying 4c, ruied steady and 
closed with %4@ xo loss. 

The price change for oats was confined to yo 
Tange, and the close was atabout the same figures 
as yeaterday tu ‘9c decline. 

The feature of the provision market was the ab- 
sence of anything like business. Prices averaxed 
slightly higher on a light run of hogs at the yards.
